Riots Follow Action of Officials in 
Preventing Trip of Minors to 
Philadelphia. 


FOSS SAYS “ENFORCE THE LAW” 


ngton, D. C., Feb, 24.—[Special. }—A 
congressional investigation into the strike 
conditions in Lawrence, Mass., probably will 
be made as the result of complaints filed 
today with members of both houses by rep- 
resentatives of the Industrial Workers of 
the World, the organization which has been 
conducting the fight for the textile workers. 
Coupled with the appeals which came to 
members of congress this evening to take up 
this inquiry were’the details of the clash 
which occurred during the day between strike 
sympathizers and the Lawrence police and 
Massachusetts state troops. The authori- 
-ties and the strikers fought for hours after 
the police had detained fourteen children who 
were being shipped to Philadelphia. 


P Made to Berger. 
Representative Berger, Socialist member 
from Wisconein, tonight received a telegram 
from representatives of the striking textile 
workers, saying: 

Twenty-five thousand striking textile 
workers and citizens of Lawrence protest 
against the hideous brutality with which 
the police handled the women and chil- 
dren of Lawrence this morning. Carry- 
ing out the illegal and criminal! orders of 
‘the city marshal to prevent free citizens 
from sending their children gut of the 
‘city, strong nen Knocked down, 
and clubbed women and mothers who.

& congressional Investigation before the 
mill owners succeed In perverting the law 
courts and all the forces of government 
end make their crying outrages the’ ad- 
mitted law of the land. 


Berger to Press Action. 

“Mr. Berger said he would press his resolu- 
tion on Monday to have an investigation. 
His‘ résdlution, introdaced two weeks ago, 
provides for a epecial cornmittee of seven 
members to inquire into the industrial situa- 
tion in the Americ&in Woolen company’s 
milis. 

Action upon the matter by other members 
of congress Gepends upon the reply of Gov. 
‘Foss of Massachusetts and President Golden 
of the textile workers’ union to a telegraphic 
demand for information sent by Representa- 
tive Wilson of Pennsylvania, chairman of 
the house labor committee. If the situation 
is as desperate as the press dispatches indi- 
cate Mr. Wilsen said he would introduce a 
resolution calling for a thorough investiga- 
tion. 

Reports that soldiers and police were pre- 
venting women and children from leaving the 
strike ridden city were discussed unofficially 
among the members of the Massachusetts 


delegation. 


DETAILS OF THE RIOT. 

Lawrence, Mass., Feb. 24—([Special.)— 
The effort on the part of the striking textile 
workers to send fourteen children to Phile- 
deiphia today brought on serious rioting, in 
which the workers clashed with the police 
and militia several times. 

The children were to be the third delegation 
sent out of Lawrence in the | few weeks. 
The strikers assert they are being sent to 
the homes of friends in Philadelphia and 
New York, where they will be cared for 
until the struggle in the mille ends. Col. 
Sweetzer, commander of the troops here, 
asserts, however, that the children are being 
sent to the other cities as missionaries to 
gain sympathy for the strikers. As a re- 
gult of this he has forbidden the pilen. 

The fourteen children arrested today are 
being held at the City home. In spite of this 
the officials of the Industrial Workers of 
the World, the organization which is conduct- 
ing the strike, say another effort will be 
mage to gend children out of town on Mon- 


day. 

' - (wo Clashes Over Children. 

There were two clashes in the city today, 
The first was at the railway station where 
the police gathered in the childrem while they 
were awaiting @ train. All fourteen, rang 
ing in age from 4 to 14, were rounded up in 
the station while three companies of state 
infantry and one of cavalry kept the crowds 
back. When the police started for the po- 
lice station with the children the strike sym- 
pathisers attacked them and several min-

Democrats Agree on Compro-| 
mise Resolution. and It 


270 to 8. 


CAUSED BY PUBLICITY. 


Question Whether the Hearing 
Will Be Whitewash Rests 
with the Banking 
Committee. 


{BY A STAPF CORRESPONDDEAT.) 

Washington, D. C., Feb: 24.—[Special.]—An 
investigation of the money trust on the con- 
servative lines prescribed by the Democratic 
caucus was ordered today by the house of 
representatives. 

Whether the inquiry will be a whitewash, 
as predicted by the progressive Republicans, 
or a thorough airing of Wall street methods 
of controlling the nation’s credét wil) be de- 
termined by the Democratic majority of the 
banking and currency committee, to which 
the matter was committed, 

The attempt to squelch the investigation 
completely was defeated by publicity, which 
may in the end also prevent the skillful ap- 
plication of the whitewagh brush. 

Cannon Against the Inguiry, 

The compromise resolution directing the 
investigation was adopted by a vote of 270 
to & The votes against the investigation 
were cas@by the following Republicans: 

Austin (Tenun.), Henry (Cenn.), 
Gillett (Mass.), Tilson (Conn.), 
Thistlewvod (i11.), Dailsell (Pa.), 
Cannon (Iii1.), Higgias (Ceona.). 

The house consumed the afternoon in an 
oratorical contest in which the Republicans, 
regular as wel as progressive, taunted the 
Democrats with their efforts to sidestep any 
investigation of the money trust on the eve 
of a presidential campaign, and the Demo- 
crats strove to prove that they sincerely in+ 
tend to carry out a real inquisition. 

Revolt Averted by Underwood. 

As a result of Representative Underwood's 
concession to the Bryan Democrats in the 
phraseology of the resolution, the threatened 
revolt was averted and a solid majority pre- 
vented any amendment of the measure. 

The Underwood conservatives, however, 
were compelled to withdraw the Pujd resdlu- 
tion, which opened the way to an out and out 
whitewash, and to @éfeat which the Bryan 
progressives threatened to combine with the 
progressive Republicans. 

In its place was offered a compromise di- 
recting the banking committee to Investigate 
in accomance With the caucus Sage 


The battle was fought over the Demo- 
cratic motion to order the previous ques- 
tion and shut of any amendment of the 
resolution. With Democratic harmony pre- 
vailing there was no chance of amendment 
and an assurance that the resolution would 
pass. 

Nearly ail the Republicans voted for an 
opportunity to amend the measure, the only 
ones joining the Democrats In voting for 
the previous question being Cannon, Currier, 


McCreary, MeMorran, Taylor of Ohio, and| 


Young of Michigan. 
The only Democrats who opposed the ore 
vious question were Difenderfer, Gray, and 


| Thayer.

The bombardment of Beirut is the first sign 
of Italian naval activity in the Mediterra- 
nean for a long period and appears to be 
part of the new plan of campaign announced 
recently by the Italian government. 

The city has only @ small Turkish garri- 
son, 500 infantry, 200 cavairy, and detach- 
ments of artillery end «ngineers. It is on 
strongly fortified. 

In Beirut there is a large foreign pila: 
tion, most of Whom are Christians, and there 
are 88 churches of various Christian denomi- 
nations in the town. 

The American Presbyterian mission has 
peen active in Beirut for nearly 4 century. 
It possesses a church, a Sunday school, o 
gitis’ school, and a printing office in the 
city, where it publishes a weekly newspaper 
and a monthly magazine. 


About 150 Mission Schools. 
Spread over the province are about 160 
other schools connected with American mig- 

sions with many thousands of pupils.

Mexico City, Feb. 24.—President Madero to 
night replied by telegraph to the appeal of 
BEmiiio Vasquez Gomez at San Antonio, Tex., 
that he “ return to the revolution the power 
which it gave him,” charging the ex-cabinet 
ruinister with responsibility for the state in 
which the country finds itself and declining to 
abandon the post conferred upon him by the 
people. 

“TI shall not abandon the post which the 
people have conferred upon me out of fear 
of the difficulties which you have created for 
me,’. says Madero. “ At the moment my 
duty is to save the republic from the dangers 
which may menace it. 

“No revolution can triumph when it does 
not meet with national favor and when its 
chief in place of exposing his life to the con- 
tingencies of war remains sheltered from ali 
risk under a foreign flag.”

Before we bathe the baby we should have 
all the things ready. ‘Then see if the water 
is not tod warm. We try it by putting our 
elbow in; if we can stand it, it'd all right 
for baby. Then put towels so the baby's body 
does not touch the bottom of the bath tub, 
First of all we weeh its head and bande, then 
ite eyes with a-different piece of cotton for 
each eye, then its feet and body. After we 
have washed it well, then we take the baby 
out and put him on the blanketa 

We dry it by patting gently, not rubbing 
roughly. After it is dried we dress the baby. 
We put on the band, shirt. stockings, and 
Giaper. The baby should wear light clothes 
in summer and warm clothes in winter. 
When the baby is born it learns how to open 
its mouth. 


Best Food for Baby. 

The best food for baby is mother’s breast 
and boiled water. The reason for boiling the 
water is that there are nurmbere of germs 
and they are killed by boiling. 

The baby must live in a wel) aired room 
and have plenty of sunshine or else it won't 
grow. It needs sunshine just as plants. The 
babies are like little birds in their nesta. 

The day temperature of the nursery fora 
baby is 65 degrees and 68 degrees at night. 
From three to twelve months it should be 
55 degrees, and from twelve months on 45 
degrees.

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TAFT DENIES ANY 
SLUR ON PEOPLE 
Claims He Used “Peoples” in 


New York and Was Mis- 
quoted by Newspapers. 


ANOTHER SPEECH CITED. 


Singular of Word Appears in 
Reference to the Government 
of This Country. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 24—(Special.}— 
President Taft issued a statement today de- 
nouncing as false that he had ever said the 
American people or any portion of them are 

unfit for self-government. 

This statement is credited by an adminis- 
tration organ published here to be directed 
among others against Col. Theodore Roose- 
velt, who; in his Columbus speech, expressed 
his unbounded feith in the ability of the 
people to govern themselves. 

The president, however, does not take di- 
rect issue with his predecessor, confining 
his denunciation to “ persons and papers,” 
who he says are “ aanhvously circulating ” 
falsehoods. 


White Reuse Statement. 
This is the official White House statement: 
“ Among the falsehoods that are now be- 
ing assiduously circulated by persons. and 
papers opposed to the president is one that 
in his Lincoln's day speech the president 
argued ‘ that the people are not fitted for self- 
government.’ President Taft said nothing 
on that occasion which possibly could be 

tortured into any such construction. 
_ “ The speech in which the president made 
reference to popular government was de- 
livered at the bariquet of the State Bar asso- 
ciation in New York on the night of Jan. 20. 

“ What he then said on this subject, and it 
was correctly quoted in the newspapers the 
following day, was.this: 

“* Popular government we all believe in. 
There are those of ud who do not believe that 
all peoples are fitted for popular government. 
The fact is, we know they are not. Some of 
use do not dare say #0, but I do; and the ques- 
tion whether a pedple is fitted for popular 
self-government so as to Make at govern- 
ment best for that people Is determined by the 
ability of the majority of that people to place 
upon itself the restraint by which the minor- 
ity shall receive justice from the majority. 
It is the question of self-imposed restraint 


that determines whether a people is fit to 


govern itself.’ " 
Friends to Taft’s Rescue. 

The president claims he used the word 
** peoples” instead of “ people ’’ in his ad- 
dress. and that in this plural sense he was 
directing attention to the FilipMmos as much 
as to. others who have shown their in- 
capacity for independence. It is asserted 
by the progressives, however, that the con- 
text of the &péech ag given out by the White 
House shows Mr. Taft. was referring to the 
American people.” He admits saying: ‘‘ Some 
. of us do not dare say so, but I do.” 

It is insisted there would be no reason fdr 
the president speaking so defiantly if he were 
lumping -‘jali peoples ”’ together, as it would 
be a self-evident proposition that the Fili- 
pinos, Egyptians, and others are not equip- 
ved for self-government. 

It is further claimed by the president's 
friends that the remainder of the paragraph 
in question shows that Mr. Taft was not 
referring’ to the American nS EER since he 


said:

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DENREN IN WATERWAY PLEA 


Declares Legislature Must Bear 
the Blame if Project Fails. 


Gives Details of Efforts to Save Power 
Sites for the Public. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Eest St. Louis, Ill, Feb. 24.—[Special.)— 
Gov. Deneen tonight. closing the first week 
of his speaking campaign for renomination, 
delivered an ultimatum to the legislature and 
to the waterpower interests which have 
combated the progress of the deep waterway 
and the ownership by the state of the water- 
power sites along the Lockport. tica stretch 
of the proposed canal. 

It was the first declaration he has made 
since the general assembly adjourned, hav- 
ing defeated the administration's waterway 
bill. 

*“*I deem it my duty as far as possible and 
as long as possibile,’ he said, *‘ to preserve 
for Illinois a situation in regard tg this wa- 
terway and waterpower that will enable the 
state to construct and develop them without 
expense.to the taxpayers. 

**Il regard this question as the most impor- 
tant commercial and conservation question 
now pending before the people of the state. 
and should the project fail and private cor- 
porations reap the benefits.I intend that no 
blame or scandal in connection with such 
failure shall attach to my administration.” 


Gives History of Project. 

He gave a detailed history of the waterway 
project, including the report of the internal 
improvement commission, showing the feas- 
ibility of establishing navigable water com- 
munication between the great lakes and the 
Gulf of Mexico through the construction of 
a fourteen foot channel from the present 
terminus of the Chicago drainage and ship 
canal to the Mississippi river at St. Louis by 
way of Desplaines and Illinois rivers. 

The governor read his correspondence of 
last winter with President Taft, showing 
that the president is in hearty accord with 
the project for a deep waterway from the 
lakes to the Gulf of Mexico. 

“The opportunity for Illinole to secure 
without expense to our citizens a deep water- 
way from the lakes to the Mississippi and at 
the same time develop water power, provid- 
ing a constant source of future revenue, 
should not be lost,’’ he continued. 


Strong Opposition to Plan. 

“No showing of facts has been sufficient 
to change the attitude of certain members of 
the general assembly or of other opponents 
of the Illinois waterway and waterpower de- 
velopment. They have been proof against 
argument ands as sometimes happens when 
large and valuable public interests are at 
stake, a certain class of politicians has raised 
a clamor of false charges to confuse the 
public mind upon this question. 

‘‘ During my administration under the law 
I have been directed to spend vast sums of 
money for new buildings and other improve 
ments, and every contract has been let to 
the lowest bidder and every building con- 
structed and improvement work carried our 
without the slightest scandal as to the ex- 
pediture of a single dollar. 

‘* But there is no basis for any suspicion. 
Should the work be done it will »e done joint- 
ly by the federal and state governments 
under the supervision of both.”

his constitutional rights.” 

This assertion is made in a statement tis- 
sued by the governor's secretary tonight, 
following the receipt by the governor of 
many telegrams of protest because the fur- 
ther exportation of strikers’ children was 
stopped in Lawrence today. 

The statement calls attention to the fact 
that several. parties of children have been 
taken fro wrence, many of them, it is 
said, without \he consent of their parents 
who have come to the civil and military 
authorities asking that the children be re- 
turned to them.

“The matter is in the hands of the court,’ 
the statement continues, “and on Tuesday a 
hearing will be given to ascertain the exact 
facts in the case.”

“ The reports regarding the iain Miil- 
Weukee and Puget Sound were indefinite. 
They merely indicated that the road nad 
bought supplies from concerns with which 
relatives gf officers of the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and “St. ‘Pdul, the patent line, were con- 
nected. Now, that & raiiway efficer kas rel- 
atives in the railway supply business, ano 
that supplies for his road are bought from 
‘them, is, in itself, of no consequence or sig- 
nificance’ whatever. Grafting in conne¢tion 
with purchases consists in so making them 
as to defraud the road; and there is no graft 

in purchases mace without fraud, whether 

from 4 relative or anybocy else. 


Should Have Told All Facts. 

**In che circumstances the wise course for 
the management of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Pail to have taken would have been 
to havertiuntiy and randidly té]4 all the 
facts. President Earling did not do this 
The first report said he bad a rela:ive who 
was the head of a railwoy “equipment ” 
company. Mr. Earling denied this, using the 
word “ éGuipmient™’ as it’is tectinically un- 
derstood -by_rallway méen—that is, as apply- 
ing only t6 cats and locomctivés. The fact 
Was promptly published—a fact which was 
widely knoOwn—that he has a son-in-law who 
is prominently connected with railway sup-

Reports Often Hurt Innocent. 
“Ine foregoing indicates clearly enough 
why reports regarding grafting are con- 
stantiy in circulation—reports o{ten false, but 
sometimes true, which hurt the innocent, who 
are 'n the great majority, as well as involv2 
the guilty. 

“It would be a work of supererogation to 
point out wherein the evil of actual grafting 
consists. It is simply one form of stealing; 


sand stealing is just stealing. gv matter what 


fonm it takes. While comment on the morals 
of such dealings is superfluous, some sugges- 
tions as to why it is expedient to stop them 
will not be amiss. 

“ Because of the prevalent attitude of pub- 
lic opinion toward railways it Is mcre than 
ever necessary that, if the roads are to get 
fair treatment from the public, they must 
be able to convince the public that they are 
honestly and economically maneged. Every 
Gisclosure of wholesale grafting such as 
those in the comparatively recent Illinois 
Central and Chicago and Western Indiana 
cases, and every such report, whether false 
or true, which appears to have some founda- 
tion, tends to make the public believe that 
the roads are neither economically nor hon- 
estly managed—an opinion which as to most 
of them is very unjust.

Officials Realize Situation. 

** Most executive officers feel more keenly 
every day the need for getting and main- 
taining the managemént anCoperatior of the 
properties above suspicion. and are, there- 
fore, making ever greater efforts to keep out 
dishonesty and to detect and stop it wherever 
it is. found. 
“In consequence, if the grafters will not 
heed the voice of mora!s, which tells them 
-that grafting is wrong, they should heed the 
voice of expediency, which is corstantly tell- 
ing: them in louder and louder tones that the 
danger of getting caught and exposed, and 
perhaps prorecuted criminally, is steadily 
increasing. 

“One of the worst effccts of transactions 


fn connection with.the buying and selling of 
supplies which are actually fraudulent. or . 


which are open to misconstruction, is one to 
which we have alluded already—viz.: that 
when reports about them go into circulation. 
inetead of hurting the reputations merely of 
those who are dishonest, they create the im- 
pression that crooked transacticns are com- 
mon and general, thereby besmirching the 
rames of that great majority of railway men 
and supply men who are honest. 
Avoid Appearance of Evil. 

“In view of existing conditions, and of the 
reports that constantly are getting into cir- 
culation, it would seem that the need for 
greater efforts to avoid not only evil but the 
appearance of evil, should be clear to every 
railway man and supply man. 

“That the conditions that cannot be de- 
fended shall be cheaned up, and that those 
that can be defended shall be defended can- 
didly, courageously, and incessantly—these 
are the two things it is necessary to do in 
order to create a favorable public opinion re- 
garding railways. 

* As long as either of them is not done by 
the responsible managements, the agitation 
and: public animosity against them will be 
constantly reviving, and if they do continue 
to revive it will be mainly the managements’ 
own fault.”

STEAD ISSUES STATEMENT 


Believes Only Two Provisions of 
the “University Bill” 
Are Affeeted. 


Gov. “Deneen ts to determine today at 
Springfield whether the exigencies occa- 
sioned by the Supreme court opinion tn the 
“university bill’ case demands immediate 
summgne of the legislature for a special 
sestion. 

The official proclamation for ‘he extraordl- 
nary session has been prepared and awaits 
the final word from the gowernor. The day 
stipulated. in case proclamation is issned 
tomorrow, Will be Wednesday, according to 
information form the state capita! last night. 

Attorney General Stead was in Chicago 
yesterday, but departed for Springfield in 
the evening. et the request of the governor. 
The two officiais will coneult today, and the 
ground covered by the Supreme court's de- 
cision is to be carefully gone over. 


Stead Gives Opinion. 

Before leaving Chicago, Attorney General 
Stead iesued a formal statement. in which 
he said the opinion of Friday affecis onlv 
the apprepriatiors made in the university 
bill for an agricultural experiment station 
and for extension of equipment in the col- 
lege of medicine. The first carties a total 
of $50.09 and the second is for $120,000. 

‘Until the Supreme court determines the 
invalidity of any particular statute, public 
officers will proceed upon the theory that the 
statute is constitutional,” is the statement 
of Attorney General Steed, 

Upon this paragraph, the feeling prevailed 
in Springfield that Stare Auditor McCullough 
will continue to issue warran{s, and that 
State Treasurer Mitchell will honor them 
until specific acts are attacked in the couris. 


Legislators Expect Summons. 

Legisiative leaders in Chicago were confi- 
dent they will be summoned to the state cap- 
ital before the end of the week, and several 
bills have been prepared and made ready 
for introducticn. 

The attitude of the managers of the house 
organization is that there will be immediate 
action upon the appropriation measures 
which are at stake in the event of a special 
session, and a recess then taken until after 
the primaries.

BRINGS UP LORIMER ISSUE 


Courts to Decide Whether or Not 
$10,000 Contribution to Jack- 
pot Was Asked. 


Edward Hines. who was expelled by an 
11 to 2 vete of the board of managers of the 
Union League club, has chosen to fight. He 
filed suit yesterday in the Circuit court for 


| $100,000 damages for alleged libel against 
Clarence S. Funk, general manager of the 
International Harvester company. 

It was the testimony of Mr. Funk relating 
to Hines’ boast of “ putting over ” the elec- 
tion of William Lorimer to the United States 
senate and his request to Mr. Funk of & 
$10,000 contribution toward the fund re- 
quired for the putting over process that re- 
sulted in Hines’ expulsion from the club. 
The amount of sought is $100, 000. 

Eventually. there y be suits against the 
Union League club and also against the indi- 
viduals of the board of managers. Of this 
the Hines counsel would say nothing, but it 
is likely such suits, together with an at- 
tempt at reinstatement, will be withheld 
for some time. 


Funk Traveling in South. 

Mr. Funk is at present traveling in the 
south. Frank H. Scott. of his counsel in 
the Union League proceedings, is in Cali- 
fornia for his health. Edgar A. Bancroft 
was not at his office during the day. 

With the conclusion of the club proceedings 
Hines has returned to his former counsel, 
Herrick, Aflen & Martin, In whose name. 
with the names of Attorneys Samuel 8. Page, 
William J. Hynes. and Edgar A. Farrar, 
the suit was filed. Marquis Eaton, who 
served as counsel during the trial by the 
board of managers, has withdrawn. His 
connection was primarily due to the fact 
that none of the other firm are members of 
the Union League club and it was impera- 
tive that counsel be a member. 


Statement Is Issued. 

The following statement was issued by 
Attorney Charles L. Allen following the filing 
of the prezcipe: 

“In April. 1911. immediately after the 
testimony given by Mr. Funk before the 
Helm committee, Edward Hines conferred 
with Edgar A. Farrar, then president of 
the American Bar association; William J. 
Hynes and the firm of Herrick, Allen & 
Martin, with reference to instituting pro- 
ceedings and also with reference to his de- 
manding a right to further testify before 
the Helm committee. After thoroughly con- 
sidering the matter the counsel unanimous- 
ly advised Mr. Hines not to institute any 


proceedings, owing to the fact of the pend- 


ob 


ency of the proceedings at Springdield, and | 
also advised him that the committee un- 
doubtedly would call him for further exam- 
ination, and if that was not done, to fille a 
written protest and demand such hearing. 

“The hearings of this committee termi- 
nated suddenly, so that this could not be 
done. Because of the reopening of the ques- 
tion of the unseating of Senator Lorimer tn 
the United States senate, the same counsel 
again advised Mr. Hines not to institute 
proceedings, among other reasons, lest it 
be considered an attempt to interfere with 
that investigation.

into court for the first time and brings the 
whole affair into court for the first time 
since the unsuccessful prosecution of the di 
rect agents in the persuasion of the state 
legislators who voted Lorimer into the sena- 
torship from Illinois. 

Mr, Funk, whose statements were credited 
by eleven members of the Union League 
board as against two who accredited Hines’ 
story, is not expected back from -_ vaca- 
tion for two weeks. 


SCARLET FEVER AND MEASLES 


Large Number of Tuberculosis Cares 
Also Reported, but Diphtheria Shows 
a Decrease. 


The contagious disease bureau reports ma- 
terial increases in scarlet fever and measies 
cases last week, the former being thirty-one 
and the latter forty-six in excess of the pre- 
ceding week's record. 

There is nothing alarming in the situation, 
however; scarlet fever is not more preevalent 
than is usual at this season, and as for 
measies, it is still much below the usual 
mark. Diphtheria shows a marked decrease. 

The large number of tuberculosis cases re- 
ported during the week—220—swells the 
week's total of contagious disease reports to 
848, exceeding the preceding week's total by

THINKS PURITANISM CAUSED 
MANY OF THE NATION’SILLS. 


Henry J. Toner Declares Volatile Spirits 
of Irish Folk Was Saving Grace to 
United States. — 


Puritanism was vigorously assailed by At- 
torney Henry J. Toner as the cause of many 
national ills. He was speaking before the 
Jrish Fellowship club yesterday. 

“The two greatest misfortunes to the 
human race,” said Mr. Toner, “ were the 
fall of Adam and the landing ef the pil- 
grims.

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PASTOR BLAMES U. $. STEEL 


Says Corporation Blocked Efforts 
to Put Church in Gary. 


ALLEGES SALOON ALLIANCE. 
Hero of Patrol Wagun Exploit Sees in 
City Equal of Ancient Sins.. 


Gary, Ind., Feb. 24,—[{Special.]—The Rev. 
Nelson H. Trimble, pastor of the Church of 
Christ of Gary, who gained fame last fall 
by hauling the delinquent church members 
who were found on the streets to the church 
in the police patron, fired a parting broadside 
at the United States Steel corporation after 
he was compelled to resign his pastorate in 
Gary. 

The minister writes an open letter signed 
by himself and, his wife, the Rev. Martha 
Stout Trimble, in the Christian Messenger, 
the official organ of the Church of Christ. 
In the article he compares Gary to Sodom 
or old, which God promised to save if ten 
righteous men could be found. 

Says Company Represses Churches. 

“ At the beginning,” he writes, “ it was not 
until after I arrived in Gary and was actually 
at work on the field that I learned of the atti- 
tude of the steel company toward new 
churches. It did not take long to discover 
that it was almost impossible to secure prop- 
erty in Gary for a church. There were be- 
tween 200 and 300 saloons in Gary, several run 
under the supervision of the steel company, 
and one at least in one of their buildings? 

“ The saloons had Gary by the throat, mak- 
ing it the most despised city in America by 
all who hoped for social reform., But still 
the steel company. made it as hard to get a 
church in their subdivision as they could. 

Says Vice Area Is Large. 

“I soon learned that there was a red light 
district in Gary which was as well known as 
the mills and run as openly, a red light dis- 
trict that was as defiant and gs rotten in its 
putrefaction as any in Amefica, not exclud- 
ing New Orleans, where sugar, cotton, and 
lost women are openly advertised as staples.’’ 

There are now thirteen churches in the first 
subdivision in Gary,’ the sites being sold at 
discount by the Gary Land company, a sub- 
eidiary of the Unjted States Steel corpora- 
tion. Other churches in other parts of Gary 
ewell the total to twenty, one for every 1,000 
persons.

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QUINN’S RULE UNSHAKEN 
Vice Still Claims North Side Dis- 
trict; Suppressed in Other 
Parts of the City. 


A Chicago vice and gambling chart which 
shows the districts where the police have 
allowed these things to go unsuppressed has 
been completed by the city civil service cOm- 
mission. The chart, which was hung up in 
the rooms of the commission in the city hall 
yesterday, was prepared from reports of in- 
vestigators made tn the five months of the in- 
quiry into police corruption. 

In all, the commission representatives in 
their travels about the city have discovered 
a total of 2,018 violations of police rules with 
respect to the operation of gambling houses, 
prohibited dives, all night saloons, “ shady " 
hotels, and drug dens, and 200 policemen 
have been seen violating rules of their own 
department. 

The new chart indicates that before the 
commission got its investigation under way 
hundreds of gambling houses were operating. 
It shows that disorderly houses and saloons 
violated police orders with impunity and 
that “shady ”’ hotels, drug dens, and disgor- 
derly dance halls went unsuppressed by the 
score.

The scene of the greatest number of police 
rule violations on the part of divekeepers, 
gamblers, and saloon owners, according to 
the chart, is the Cottage Grove avenue po- 
lice precinct, with a total of 271 violations. 
The next worst is the East Chicago avenue 
district, with 247. In the Twenty-second 
street district 227 violations were found. 

Gambling: has, been found to flourish to 
the greatest extent in the loop, where seven- 
ty-four places were discovered in operation. 
In the Harrison street district a total of 
sixty gambling places were found, and of 
these forty-four were Chinese games. The 
East Chicago avenue district police allowed 
forty-five places to operate and fifty-five 
places were secure in the Desplaines street 
district until the investigation was under 
wey. 

The East Chicago avenue district, which 
has been known as the most political ridden 
of any in the city, also comes into the lime- 
light in the number of “ shady "’ hotels and 
saloons which shelter disorderly women. 
Even the downtown district does not ap- 
proach it in the number of disorderly hotels 
and flats, which number ninety-six. Fifty- 
eight saloons are mentioned as allowing dis- 
orderly women to frequent them.

GET-RICH PROFITS 
ON DEAD ANIMALS 


Canal Melting Company Has a 
(tear Field to Charge the 
vity as lt Desires. 


FAVORS SHORT CONTRACT. 


Health Commissioner Young 
Wants New Compact to End 
with Garbage Term. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

Specifications will be prepared by Wednes- 
Gay or Thursday for the disposal of Chica- 
go's dead animals, of which there are about 
85,000 picked up annually in the streets. 

After the formality of obtaining bids the 
gontract will be awarded In all probability to 
the Canal Melting company—the firm which 
has had the contract for ten years. This 
gompany and those connected therewith are 
the only ones which have the facilities for 
disposing of the animals. As the present 
contract expires on Apil 12 an outsider has 
insufficient time now to erect a rendering 
lant and purchase the required facilities. 

These facts have been frankly admitted 
by Health Commissioner Young in inter- 
views in the Jast week, and repeatedly he 
has privately expressed his regret that he 
did not know the contract was about to ex- 
pire. He has been in office less than a year 
and knew nothing about the expiration of 
the present agreement until approached 
about ten days ago. 

No Real Competition Lett. 

No real competition can be obtained in 
the short time left between now and the 
expiration of the present contract, in the 
opinion of: city officials. Certain aldermen 
are rai ed - that the conditions now 


| surrounding the dead animal contract will 


be duplicated, if the city does not advertise 
soon for bids for garbage disposal. Com- 
missioner Young favors a contract for a 
year or seventeen months, go that it will 
expire when the garbage contract is ter- 
minated on Aug. 31, 1015. 

The pretent dead animal contractor pays 
the city $25 a year and collects the animals. 
The approximate commercial value of these 
is uncertain. The health department has 
colieete2 information indicating they are 
worth between $160,000 and $170,000 a year. 


THe TRIBUNE'S investigation indicates they ; 


have a gross sale value of about $120,000. 
The consensus of opinion of those interviewed 
places the cost of collecting and rendering 
between ‘$70,000 and $85,000 a year, leaving 
a profit of between $35,000 and $0,000 a 


year. 
“More Profitable than ieee ” 


John Eberson, manager of the Chicago Re- 
duction company, said the dead animal con- 
tract is several times more profitable, pro- 
portionately, than the garbage business. A 
reports of the Merriam commissicn indi- 
eates that the profits are between $45,000 
and $60,000 a year, although it evaced mak- 
ing a plain estimate. 

This commission counted the dead animals 
reported between May 7, 1908, and May 6, 
1910, except for t#venty-four days, for which 
the daily reports could not bé found. They 
found 8,906 horses. reported, which is at the 
rate of 9,382 a year. Estimates of the average 
value of the products obtained from a dead 
horse vary between $11 and $17. Assume 
an average value of $13 a horse and the gross 
sale value of the 9,882 horses would be $121.- 
966. The annual] report of the department of 
public works for 1910 (the 1911 report bas not 
been made public) shows that 127 cows, 20 
ponies, 240 goats, 18 sheep, and 20,575 dogs 
and cats died upon the public streets or 
were killed in the pounds. The gross value 
of these is estimated at $8,881. The cows 
are said to be worth $10 each, the pon‘es $4 
each, the goats 50 cents, and the cats and 
dogs 25 cents, That would make the total 
value of the animals $130,837, 


Contractor Points Out Loss. 


“Jt is asserted by the contractor that many 
animals have decoinposed before they can 
be collected and therefore are an expense 
rather than a source of profit. Exceptin the 


summer mogths va loss is said to be prin- 


cipally on the smaller animals. Allowing, | 
however, a uniform loss of 8 per cent. a 
gross value of the carcasses would still be 
around $120,000. 

Under its contract the Garnal Melting com- 
pany is entitled to all the condemned calves, 
fish, meats, and other animal food products 
The Chicago Reduction company under its 
contract of garbage is also entitled to 1t 
least part of this profitable waste. Several 
years ag® Darling & Co. paid the city 8 
cents fer each calf and received in addition 
all the other condemned meat and fish foods. 

The records of the health department show 
that a trifle over 1,500 calves were conr- 


_demned in 1911. The Chicago Reductions com- 


pany has been getting all the condemned 
meats and animals for the last year in pay- 
ment for carting away all the condemned 
canned goods, vegetables, and fruits. 


History of Dead Animal Contract. 


About twelve years ago the dead anima! 
contract attracted considerable attention. 
John Brennock then had the contract and 
was paid $37,500 a year to cart the animals 
out of the streets. At the same time he was 
skimming Bubbly. creek and growing rich. 
‘The packers saw the money flowing to 
Brennock and they began catching the grease 


| in the sewers just before it went into the 


stagnant branch of the river, . Then the city 
got the power to award five year contracts 
for the collection of dead animals and Bren- 
nock lost out. 

Despite this he went about ‘collecting the 
animals and the fight between Brennock and 
the contractor got into court before Judge 
Tuley. He decided that all the animals 
which died in the streets belonged to the city 
dead animal contractor. Little has been 
heard about the business since that time.

BIG STRIKE CRISIS | 


COMES ON TUESDAY 


Question of Postponement to 
Be Decided in London 
on That Date.: 


OUTLOOK NOT PROMISING. 


Coal Owners Fear Concession 
Asked Would Not Bring 
Lasting Peace. 


[SY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND. |! 
LONDON, Feb. 24.—Tuesday will be a fate- 
ful day in the coal strike situation. The 
miners’ federation will meet in London on 
that day to determine whether they shall 

postpone the strike ordered for March 1. 
Meanwhile the government is doing its ut- 
most to bring the mine owners to consent to 
negotiate with the miners over the demand 
for a minimum wage. The owners are not 
inclined to agree, contending that the strug- 
gle is bound to come sooner or jater, and it 


‘might as weil come now. They apparently 


do not believe a concession of this demand 
would be certain to bring about a lasting 
peace. 

Alttogether the outlook {is not promising, 
despite the optimistic feeling in the house of 
commons since the government [Intervened. 

' It ils well to point out in this connection, 
however, that the concessions made on a 
previous occasion brought a postponement 
until now. Both factions realize the disas- 
troug effect sttch a strike would have on 
trade and the people, and are afraid of a 
demonstration of public opinion. This is par- 
ticularly true of the miners, who will have 
to face the responsibility for the suffering 


bound to ensue. 


Tail W the Dog. 

The hopeful feeling that the federation of 
miners will take a conciliatory attitude comes 
from the awakening of the country to the 
knowledge that the South Wales miners, who 
form a small minority of those involved, seem 
to have led the rest of the colliers into their 
present position. It's a case of the tall wag- 
ging the dog. 

The desire to strike is less emphatic among 
the colliers outside of South Wales, and 
many of those interested profess confidence 
that the federation is bound to revolt at the 
dominance of the men in a comparatively 
small area of the mining districts. 

The whole of Great Britain is tremendously 
concerned at the imminence of the failure of 
the coal supply. The king summoned Pre- 
mier Asquith on Friday to discuss the situa- 
tion. The manufacturerg of cotton, steel, 
and other commodities have served notice on 
their employés that they will close their fac- 
tories if the colliers strike, and the authori- 
ties In one district have appealed to the gov- 
ernment for troops. 

The miners have been promised support by 
the federation of transport workers, which 
embraces the railway men and draymen. 
The representatives of continental mine 
unions have indicated they will endeavor to 
prevent shipments of coal to England if a 
strike is enforced, and the French and Bel- 
gian delegates to the conference of interna- 
tional mine workefs are reported to favor a 
strike which will involve the whole of Europe. 


Over 1,000,000 Men Affected. 

It will be seen from all these things how 
serious the situation it. Not only would a 
strike throw more than @ million men out 
of work in the. mining district, but it would 
cause untold loss to trade and produce 
widespread suffering from the cold, and 
through the closing of factories for lack of 
fuel would increase the multitude of unem- 
ployed. 

Many industries which were forewarned of 
the prospect of a strike, have been laying in 
huge supplies of coal. This is attested by the 
great supplies in railroad yardsand factories, 
So great has the dematid been for coal sup- 
plies that all the surplus has been ex- 
hausted. 


COURT REFUSES TO DISSOLVE 
MAN’S MARRIAGE TO LUNATIC. 


Plea She Could Not Give Consent Re- 
fused by French Tribunal—Consti- 
tutes Important Precedent.

PARIS, Feb. 24.—The bong debated ques- 
tion whether madness is groind for divorce 
or annulment of mafriage was settled for 
France this week by a decision given in a re- 
markable case pleaded before the Séine 
tribunal. 

The petitioner was a coppersmith, who 
eleven years ago married a girl of 17, after 
being attracted by her strangeness of manner 
and large dreamy eyes. To his horror he 
discovered after they were married a few 
days that his wife was insane and the in- 
quiry showed that for two years previously 
and up to within a few months of the wed- 
ding she had been under restraint at a princi- 
pal tunatic asylum in France. The poung 
woman grew steadily worse and five months 
afterwards tt again was necessary to put her 
in an asylum, where she remains to this 
day. 

As the wife is now certified as incurable 
the husband sought anniiment of the mar- 
riage on the plea that, being insane at the 
time of the contract, the girl wae anable to 
give consent, which legally is one of the 
essential conditions of a ceremony. 

The court decided, however, the plea of 
monconsent can only be brought by the party 
who claime not to have consented. In the 
opinion it was contended the woman might 
have married ina luci@ interval. The union, 
therefore, remains undissolved.

PERILS ENGLAND 


Even Ministry May Fall if La- 
bor Party Deserts It 
After Walkout. 


EFFECT ON HOME RULE. 


Irish Members Remain Confident 
That Bill Will Be Passed, 


However.

LONDON, Feb, 24.—I return to find Eng- 
land in an extraordinarily complicated and 
alarming situation. Every other topic, even 
of the many which now are flercely divid- 
ing the public opinion, pales into insignifi- 
cance before the position of the labor world. 

The gradual displacement of the old and 
wiser trades union leaders by the young, 
hotheaded, revolutionary spirits, helped by 
equally wild men on the side of the employ- 
ers, finds its culmination in a threatened unt- 


versal strike of miners. 

Such a striké, which would stop not merely 
all the mines but el] manufactures and 
which threatens a gigantic loss in trade and 
terrible suffering, has produced a feeling of 
horror and dismay throughout the country; 
but the panic is even greater among the pok 
iticlans. 


Means New Political Lineup. 

If such a etrike takes place ali the ordi- 
nary -political conditions and calculations 
will be blown sky high, for a universal strike 
must mean\disorder, and disorder must mean 
bloodshed and drastic action on the part of 
the authorities, and this drastic action would 
bring such estrangement between the work- 
ing classes and the government as to force 
the withdrawal of all support by the Labor- 


| ities to the Liberal ministry, either in the 


elections or in parliament. 

As the by-elections have not gone well for 
the Liberals recently, and as the ministry is 
dependent on a close union of the Laborites, 
Liberals, and Irish, the strike might also 
mean a ministerial defeat and the entire 
transformation of the whole political situa- 
tion. 

Though these apprehensions are real and 
well founded, everybody still hopes that the 
strike will be averted, 


Delay in Negotiations. 

‘In thé meantime all negotiations regarding 
the strike are held up by the interventions 
of Sunday and the necessity of waiting action 
by the Miners’ federation, which does not 
meet until Tuesday. 

This inevitable delay is further aggravated 
by the possibility of some of the miners going 
on strike as early as Tuesday, and by the 
pledge of most of them to go on strike en 
Thursday, for any outbreak of the strike 
anywhere may drag the whole body of miners 
into a pitched battle. 

Nevertheless, though the horizon is black, 
hope is not abandoned of a patched up peace, 
The factors making for war are, first, the ex- 
cited temper of both sides in the Weish 
storm center, and, second, the announcement 
of the transportation workers of the de- 
termination to stand by the miners, which 
means the exclusion of foreign coal, and, 
thirdly, the escape of the more violent s0- 
clalistic factions from all contral by the 
parliamentary labor leaders. The factorg 
making for peace are, first, the strong exe 
pressions of opinion in all parts of the na- 
tion as to the right of the noncombatants; 
second, the determination of the government 
to put down on every side any show of un- 
reasonable wrong, and, thirdly, the differ- 
ences of opinion between the wealthy até 
rational English miners’ organizations and 
the poorer and more hot tempered organiza- 
tions in Wales. 


Victories for Asquith. 

This strike peril is the only black cloud 
on. the horizon. Everything since the open- 
ing of the session has gone in favor of the 
government. Premier Asquith, fresh from 
his long vacation in Sicily, made a succession 
of splendid and crushing speeches ané 
Bonar Law made several bad mistakes. The 
attack gn the home rule policy has proved 
the merest fizzle. The Tories made an im- 
possible attempt in the face of their own 
speeches to prove that home rule wee not 
the issue before the electors in the last 
election and called on the ministry to drop 
home rule and proceed with the work of re- 
forming the house of lords. 

Asquith laughed all thesp suggestions ous 
of court and defeated the Tories by the sub- 
stantial majority of ninety-three. The con- 
fidence, already great, that home rule soon 
will be an accomplished fact is enormously 
strengthened by this abject failure of the 
firet Tory engagement. 


United Opinion in Ireland. 

The news from Ireland is equally satis- 
factory, opinion there being more united 
than at any time for years. The pressure 
of. his own supporters bas ranged even Wil- 
liam O Brien to a friendly attitude toward the 
government, and it is evident that he alse 
will be forced to support the homerule bill, 

Such forecasts as have appeared of the 
home rule bill convince the Irishmen it wil] 
be @ large, generous measure and the trre- 
concilabies and wreckers who were trying 
during the parliamentary recess to destroy 
the Irish party by impossible demands were 
reduced to silence for the moment.

When he was complimented by an Irish 
member the other night on the splendid form 
he recently showed, Asquith answered that 
he would be in even better form when the 
Irish bill comes on. This means that he 
himself will take the chief part in piloting 
the measure through the house of commons, 
which, as his skill is unequaled as a pariia- 
mentarian, does much to assure its speedy 
passage. 

The party feeling still is fierce and will 
probably grow as the fight advances, but for 
the moment high spirits on the side of the 
Liberals and despondency on the side of the 
Tories represent the real mood of the two 
parties. 

If we escape a strike nothing can stop 
home rule. 


Recalls Tichborne Oase. 

I was reminded the other day, when turn- 
ing over the leaves of Churton Collings’ biog- 
raphy, of an old and gigantic imposture with 
which I was brought into somewhat close 
touch many years ago. I mean that of Ar- 
thur Orton, who made the claim to the title 
and property of the Tichborne family. 

Tt is impossible, probably, to convey te this 
generation any adequate idea of the extra- 
ordinary excitement which this palpable and 
daring impostor created. It was one of the 
most singular examples I have known in my 
. experfences of the curious and always inex- 
plicable psychology of the crowd. 

I do not think any rational person with 
good education, outside a certain small group, 
had ever any doubt that the daring claimant 
was an impostor. No one, certainly, had any 
traditional ground for any such doubt after 
the first day’s cross examination by Sir 
John Coleridge, for it was clearly proved 
that on the first day of his arrival in London 
from Aurtralia the claimant went down to 
Wapping, and that alone revealed his reel 
pame and personality, for Wapping was 
the place where he had been in a butcher's 
shop in his early years. There were still 

‘ gome relatives of his there, and these were 
the people to whose houses he first went. 


Faith of the Masses. 

Yet, incredible as it may seem, the claim- 
ant rose higher and higher every day in the 
acmiration and faith of the masses, and, by 
the curious and not uncommon contradictori- 
nees in the human mind, the claimant became 
entitled in the minds of the people on two 
theories. He was a poor butcher whom the 
upper classes were trying to rob of his 
property and his name, and, at the came time, 
@n aristocrat shut out from his rights. 

An immense and powerful organization was 
found which had all the fanaticism of a new 
religion.

Lord Chief Justice Cockburn was another 
of the etrange and remarkable nali- 
ties who figured in the case. Cockburn be- 
‘longed to an epoch of which he was the last 
eurvivor. 


Did Not Spare Judge. 

He and Kenealy had been warm friends 
before the trial, and Cockburn hed done 
Kenealy many of the good turns which a 
judge can alwaye bestow on a barrister. But 
Kenealy spared him less in the course of the 
trial than anybody; indeed, he scattered 
mud al) around. 

One of his observations made a veiled, well 
wnderstood allusion to the incontinence of 
Cockburn—an outrage not merely on Cock- 
burn personally but also on the dignity of 
the bench and the centuries old traditions 
of the English law courts. 

When the trial was over Kenealy was a 
ruined man as a barrister, and finally dis- 
barred, but this did not prevent him from 
having his hour of glory and prosperity. He 
started a newspaper, which immediately 
rushed into hundreds of thousands of cir- 
cwlation, to whose fanatical faith in the 
claimant it appealed. 

In the midst of the agitation a strange and 
almost incredible thing happened, a parlia- 
mentary vacancy occurred in Stoke, a big 
industrial center in the pottery district, and, 
to the amazement and horror of everybody, 
Dr. Kenealy was elected as a member. 


Boast of Kenealy. 

Before he entered the house of commons 
he had written in his journal that he would 
throw off the attacks of his enemies upon 
him as “a lion throws the dewdrops from 
its mane.’’ This alone would have undone 
him, but the poor man was undone already. 

Every member elected at a by-election has 
to be introduced by two other members, but 
Kenealy looked in vain for a single one 
among the 658 to be a sponsor for him, and 
he had to walk up the floor to the house 
alone. 

In the end he fell into poverty, his popu- 
larity went, and he died of a lingering ill- 
ness.

surprise, I came upon the tombstone over 
the remains of Kenealy, the once uneasy 
spirit who had made so big a noise in the 
world of his time.

Count Leopold Berchtold Given 
High Post at Vienna Be- 
cause of Countess. 


COURT INTRIGUE TALES. 


Former Official Embarrassed 
Beeause Spouse Not Received 
at Court. ©

It is to his wife that Count Leopold Berch- 
told is indebted for his appointment to suc- 
ceed the late Count d’Aehrenthal as chan- 
cellor of the dual empire, as its minister of 
foreign affairs and as minister of the im- 
Perial house of Hapsbursg. 

It is not alone that the countess is a bril- 
Hant and handsome woman, but it is more 
especially that she belongs to the old Mag- 
yar aristocracy—to that inner circle of the 
Great world at Vienna where all call one 
another by their Christian names, because 
they are all related, and which is without 
exception the most exclusive society, or 
rather coterie of society, in the world. 

The Countess ‘“‘ Nandine ’—the short for 
Fernandine—is the daughter of the late 
Count Aloys Karolyi, knight of the Order 


4 of the Golden Fieece, who spent so many 


years in land as the ambassador of 
Emperor nels Joseph-to the court of St. 
James. Indeed, there have seldom been 
foreign diplomats in Great Britain who en- 
joyed to a greater degree the good will of 
society and more universal popularity, and 
who were more thoroughly at home on the 


banks of the Thames, than the Karolyis. 


It is interesting to recall that Baron Hen- 
gelmuller, now dean of the diplomatic corps 
at Washington, was in those days serving 
on the staff of Count Karolyi in London as 
his chief Neutenant, knew Countess Nanr- 
dine as a quite young girl, and was instru- 
mental! in obtaining for his chief that apol- 
ogy from Gladstone for offensive words 
uttered about Austria as the leader of the 
opposition, and without the public with-: 
drawal of which there could have been ro 
relations between the embassy and the grand 
old man when the latter returned to office 
as premier. 


—~so- 
It is in no spirit of depreciation of the 
talents of Count Leopold Berchtold that I 
assert that he is indebted to his wife for his 
appointment to the chancellorship. It had 
been originally intended to nominate to the 
post the Marquis John Pallavicini, who has 
during the last few years been on several 
occasions summoned from his embassy at 
Constantinople to serve as acting chancellor 
and minister of foreign affairs during the 
ilimesees and the leaves of absence of Count 
d’Aehrenthal. 
He is a man of much more mature age and 
of wider experience than Count Berchtold, 
and has all the threads of the chancellorship 
at hisfingers’ ends. Moreover, heenjoys ina 
marked degree the good will and the confi- 
dence of the emperor, who wasaware that he 
could rely upon him to continue the pacific 
policy of D’Aehrenthal, in the face of the 
\Italaphobia of the entire military element at 
court, in the army, and in the political world 
Indeed, John Pallavicini would undoubtedly 
have been-appointed had it not been for his 
wife. an Englishwoman, who does not ful- 
fill the genealogical qualifications that are 
exacted as a sine qua non for admission to 
court from all women who are Austro-Hun- 
garians by birth or by marriage. 4 
The Marquise PaHavicini, although Aus- 
trian ambassadrese at Constantinople, has 
never enjoyed the honor of presentation at 
the ceurt of Vienna. She was a Miss 
Georgina Crowe, a granddaughter mater- 
nally of Sir Thomas Reade, second in com- 
mand to Sir Hudson Lowe on the island of 
St. Helena when/Emperor Napoleon died 
there, and she was acting as the companion 
of the wife and daughters of old Ferdinand 
de Lesseps when Pallavicini, then secretary 
of the Austrian embassy at Paris, fell in love 
with her and made her his wife. 


~~o 

Now the chancellor of the empire is like- 
wise the minister of the imperial house and 
its principal dignitary. That is to say. he 
family; is the custodian of its archives and 
of documents of dynastic importance, of 
marriages, births, and deaths in the imperial 
family: is the custodian of the archives and 
of all its secrets, which he is sworn by a most 
solemn oath never to reveal, and is the su- 
preme authority over the entire courts of 
Austria and Hungary and of all connected 
therewith, as well as thd sovereign execu- 
tive in his dealings with the members of 
the Hapsburg dynasty, especially when it 
comes to disciplining any of them. 

For a dignitary occupying, next to the im- 
perial family the first place at court, and 
in control of the latter, to have his wife 
barred. therefrom results in an awkward 
situation indeed, and one which is most 
-embarrassing for all concerned, since for- 
eign ambassadors and members of the court 
are not supposed to take any notice of 
women who do not form part of the court 
circle. ¥ 

There was much trouble in this connec- 
tion during the chancellorship of Count 
Agener Goluchowski, whose wife was a 
Princess Anna Murat. Now, despite the 
fact that the Murats insist upon being 
treated as something much akin to royalty 
in Parisian society, Princess Anna Murat, 
wife of Count Goluchowski, did not possess 
the genealogical qualifications requisite for 
her admjssion to the court circle at Vienna.

Count Berchtold, in spite of his German

ITS FIRST TRIP ABROAD. 


Collection of Instruments the 
Most Valuable Ever Taken 
Across Atlantic.

LONDON, Feb. 24.—Arrangements have 
been perfected for the coming visit to Amer- 
ica of the London symphony orchestra, un- 
der the baton of Arthur Nikisch. The or- 
chestra of 100 musicians will sail for America 
on March 28 and remain there twenty-one 
days. It will give thirty-one concerts, trav- 
eling as far west as Denver and north to 
Toronto and Montreal. 

According to Thomas Busby, managing di- 
rector of the orchestra, the instruments 
which players will take over comprise by 
far the most valuable collection of instru- 
ments ever taken across the Atlantic at one 
time. They are valued at $400,000. Trouble 
with the New York customs will be obviated 
by supplying them with a detailed list of 
the instruments and a guarantee will. be 
given that each instrument will be taken out 
of the country exactly as it went in. 


Instruments of Famous Makers. 

“This unrivaled collection of instru- 
ments,’’ said Mr. Busy, “‘ include violins by 
Magliano, Guandarini, Joseph Roggea, 
Philip Goss Tomasso, Carvassi, Testore, 
Mancotilus, Nicolas Aimer, Precenda, and 
many other famous makers, some of which 
are worth hundreds of dollars. Each in- 
strument belongs to an individual player, 
having been bought and paid for without 
help from rich patrons. 

’ There are violas by Amati, Guadarini, and 
Panorma, and a valuable Prancini. Famous 
cello makers are represented by Landolpbus, 
Vancenzo, Panor, Marconini and Fendt, 
with bassos by Maggini, Budiana, Thomas 
Kennedy and Teetore. 

“Our wood instruments are especially fine, 
including flutes by Rundali and Carte, oboes 
by Loree, clarinets by Neuffet, and bassoons 
by Morton and Kepkell. A set of brass in- 
struments has been specially made for the 
American trip by Hawkes & Sons. ‘Each

NEW SECRETS REVEALED. 


New York Dressed Meat Company 
Was on the Verge of Col- 
lapse in 1907. 


Testimony at the packers’ trial yesterday 
revealed’ the fact that Edward Tilden, prest- 
dent of the National Packing company, failed 
three times to obtain control of the Schwars- 
child & Sulzberger company. The attempts 
fell through when his agents, Frederick Jo- 
seph and the latter’s son, Moses, were dis- 
charged from the company. 

Government Attorney James M. Sheean de- 
veloped that Frederick Joseph while vice 
president of the 8S. & 8..company, and his 
son entered into contracts with Tilden to 
purchase a majority of the steck of the com- 
pany. In 1907 Ferdinand Sulaberger, presi- 
dent of the concern, learned of the attempt 
and the Josephs were discharged. 

In accordance with an agreement with Til- 
den the New York Butchers’ Dressed Meat 
company was purchased. At first 4,000 
shares were purchased for $425,000, but later 
the minority stockholders realized Joseph 
had sold them out and brought suit. 

As a result other stock was purchased until 
an outlay of $1,139,948.81 was made for the 
entire 7,500 shares of the stock. 

Frederick Joseph, who is now. head of the 
New York Butchers’ Dressed Meat company, 
testified this concern Was on the verge of 
bankruptcy in 1907. It was without surplus 
and its trade was slipping away rapidly.

HEAVY RECEIPTS 
CAUSE REALIZING 


Wheat Declines Late in Ses- 
sion as Result of Commis- 
sion House Selling. 


CASH DEMAND STILL POOR 


Corn Bulls Take Profits and Out- 
side Trade Is_ Light; 
Products Weak. 


Wheat was strong yesterday during the 
early part of the session, but weakened on 
profit taking near the close. Resting prices 
were %4@c lower. At the opening the price 
range was a little lower, due to the unre- 
sponsive cables from Liverpool. Offerings 
were light, however, and the strength in corn 
and a firmer tone northwest caused more 
covering by shorts and May touched $1.01. 
At that figure there was free selling by com- 
mission houses and prices eased off sharply. 

Most of the buying was local, the outs'¢e 
trade being light. Armour bought July oa 
the bulge and Clement-Curtis bought May 
on a moderate scale. Commission houses 
nearly all had selling orders on the ad- 
vance. 

Liverpool was %4 up to 4d off; Paris un- 
changed; Antwérp, 1%c higher; Berlin, %c 
off; Budapest %c off; and Buenos Aires closed 
unchanged to %c higher for the gay. 


Receipts Continue Hefvy. 

Receipts were still large enough at all 
points to keep the bulls from geiting over 
enthusiastic, in spite of the reports from the 
northwest that country deliveries had shown 
a big falling off. The trade has become 
accustoméd to reports of that kind from 
the northwest, and is not taking too much 
stock in them. An increase of 65,000 bu for 
one day at Minneapolis was regarded as more 
significant than the predictions of smaller 
receipte later on. 

Arrivals for the week were 3,723,000 bu 
in the west, against 1,868,000 bu a year ago, A 
movement of this kind is hardly suggestive 
of scarcity. Local arrivals were 41 cars, 
with 64 cars the estimate for Monday. North- 
west receipts were 262 cars, against 254 cars 
a@ year ago. Winnipeg had 457 cars, against 
147 cars a year ago, and there was a big run 
predicted for Monday. 


Millers Not in Market. 

The cash demand here was slow and there 
Was no indication of a broadening cash 
trade in outside markets. Dealers - here 
reported fair receipts in prospect for some 
time, with the country still selling a little 
soft; winter wheat. Weather conditions 
were favorable, more precipitation showing 
in the southwest, where moisture is now 
ample to give the cropa good start. Clear- 
ances for the day were 145,000 bu wheat 
end flour. 


Fair Trade in Corn. 

Trade in corn was not especially active, but 
the tone of the market was firm until local 
longs started taking profits, when there was 
a sharp setback, and prices closed %@%oc 
lower. Smaller receipts are expected, but 
colder weather is promised to follow unset- 
tled conditions over Sunday. Receipts here 
were 505 cars, with 534 cars the estimate for 
Monday. Seaboard advices were bearish in 
regard to export prospects. The Argentine 
surplus for export is estimated by a Liverpool 
house at 200,000,000 bu. 

_ Primary arrivals for the week aggregated 
§.359,000 bu, against 3,051,000 bu a year ago. 

Clearances for the day were fair at 351,000 bu. 
Baltimore wired that it was impossible to 
draw any bids from the other side. The cash 
demand here was quiet, with prices in the 
sample market not much changed and sales 
of 65,000 bu. 


Dull Day in Oats Trade. 

Oats were dull, the trade being without 
much feature of importance. Cash houses 
were fair buyers of the May early. Thelate 
weakness in other grains caused a little local 
selling. Closing prices were a shade up to \c 
lower. Receipts here were 207 cars, with 229 
cars the estimate for tomorrow. Western re- 
ceipts for the week were 3,889,000 bu, against 

2,499.000 bu a year ago. Cash prices were un- 
changed, with sales of 155,000 bu. 


Heavy Selling of Product. 

Provisions were weak and there were sub- 
stantial losses registered throughout the list 
at the close. The continued big receipts 
checked the outside buying and there was 
more selling pressure. The selling was led by 
Cudahy interests, Press, and Schwartz. ay 
ing was scattered. Receipts here were 25.000 
Ibs, with 54,000 Ibs the estimate for tomorrow, 
and 185,000 lbs for the week. Western ar- 
rivals for the week were 545.100 lbs, against 
624.000 a week ago, and 453,400 a year ago. 
The cash demand was moderate. 


Rye Dull, but Steady.

DEFENDING REPRESENTATIVE 
GOVERNMENT. 

In many places in the United States at 
this time there are men and groups of men 
who are calling upon citizens to help them 
“ defend representative government.” 

~ Some of these men are sincere and disin- 
terested. . 
But where this proposed “defense of 
representative government” is organized 
the public will do well fo note who has done 
the organizing and who controls the organi- 
sation. 
In Illinois, at least, there is no excuse for 
any citizen to gropeforthekey. Itis simply 
this: 

The defense of representative gov- 
ernment is being led by those who 
have profited by the abuse of repre- 
sentative government. 


Does this key need a key? 


If it does, here it is: 
The defense of representative gev- 


ernment is not a defense of repre- 
sentative government, but a defense 
ef misrepresentative government. 

William Lorimer is the chief defender of 

representative government in Illinois. His 
candidate for governor, Len Small, whose 
part in the spoils politics of the Lorimer- 
“Yates régime made one of the worst pages 
in our political history, is making his cam- 
paign in defense of representative govern- 
ment. Their organization, the Lincoln Pro- 
tective league, largely composed of spoils 
politicians of the cheapest variety, is defend- 
ing representative government. 
Lorimer, once the ally of Charlies T. 
Yerkes in his attempt to get a perpetua! 
gift from a purchased legislature of the 
streets of Chicago without compensation, 
now the holder of a seat in the United 
States senate obtained by the corruption of 
the people’s representatives, is out to de- 
fend representative government because he 
has been able in the past to misuse it. The 
same applies to his political allies. 

The insolent hypocrisy of this is so plain 
that it is not dangerous. 

But there are other forces in this defense 
of representative government that are less 
obvious to the average citizen and far more 
powerful than the exposed and discredited 
piraey of Lorimerism. 

Lorimer is only a part of Lorimerism. 
Lorimer is the visible hand working the 
mechanism of representative government--- 
for whom? Lorimer is the least of Lorimer- 
ism, the tentacle that may be stricken off by 
the people, to be replaced with another—by 
whom? 

By the representatives of those great ag- 
gregations of capital which fear the re- 
striction of their great powers and privi- 
leges in the public interest or which seek 
further advantage at public expense. 

These are the greater part of Lorimerism. 
These are the forces which “ put him over” 
by the debauchery of public representation. 
These are the power behind this organized 
defense of representative government which 
in its purpose and effect is a defense of mis- 
representative government. 

And this ig why, when the sickening cor- 
ruption of representation was exposed in the 
Lorimer case, the men who are now most 
conspicuous defenders of representative 
government were not organizing any defense 
of representative goverment from that evil. 

They were not then. They are not now. 

On the contrary, they are found 4ighting 
side by side with Lorimer and his spoilsmea 
against the checks upon the abuse of repre- 
sentation which Lorimerism itself has made 
necessary. ! 

That is consistent. 

But let the respectable and rightminded 


stop and understand the situation, and let 
them also understand what the initiative 
and referendum proposal actually is in [Ili- 
nois. 
fighting and with whom they are fighting.

THREE YEARS OF PROGRESS. 
Under this caption Mr, William Allen 
White has an important article in the cur- 
rent issue of the Saturday Evening Post. 
After examining, state by state, the trend 
of recently passed or pending legislation, 
Mr. White concludes that the American 
mind is definitely made up for that kind 
of politics known as “ progressivism.” 

Toward the end of Roosevelt’s second 

term many of our biggest citizens were 
watching the clock, waiting for the sound 
of 12 on March 4, 1909. They seemed to 
think that Roosevelt had been only a kind 
of plausible demagogue who had | the 
people into a kind of unreasonMig fury 
against the corporations. These biggest 
citizens bad apparently unanimously be- 
guiled themselves into the belief that aftec 
T. R. walked out of the White House the 
country would catch its breath, sigh, take 
a headache powder, swear off, and resume 
its normal ways. But in the last three 
years it has become plain that the country 
can never again resume the ways that were 
normal to it before Roosevelt. 
Although under President Taft the speed 
and intensity of the progressive movement 
has indeed been somewhat slackened in fed- 
eral affairs, yet the energy of it has been in 
no sense destroyed, merely diverted from 
Washington to the state capitals. 

Mr. White analyzes the present status of 
progressive legislation, most of it having be- 
come law within the last three years, as 
follows: 

The Recall. In three states; to be sub- 
,mitted to referendum in six more this fall 
(excluding Illinois). 

The Initiative and Referendum. CUom- 
plete in eleven states (excluding Illinois); 
partial in fourteen more. 

Woman Suffrage. In six states (exclud- 
ing Illinois); to go to referendum in Wis- 
consin this year. 

Direct Election of United States Senators. 
Practically mandatory in twelve northern 
states (excluding Jllinois); and q result of 
the negrd question in all southern states, 
where the vote of the white direct primary 
controls. 

Presidential Preference Primary. Com- 
pulsory in ‘six states (excluding Illinois),

and effective in several more. 

Direct Primary. In Illinois. There now 
remain only ten states without it, including, 
as might be expected, Pennsylvania, Dela- 
ware, Vermont, Connecticut, Rhode Island, 
West Virginia, Utah, and Montana. 

Removal of common-law defense in ic- 
dustrial accidents, including the infamous 
doctrine of assumed risk, has now been ac- 
complished in fourteen states. Ten of these 
(including Lllinois) furthermore provide a 
definite compensation for working people 
injured in the course of their occupation. 

Laws Limiting the Hours of Labor of 
Women and Children. In twelve states (in- 
cluding Illinois). 

Laws Limiting the Hours of Railroad Em- 
ployés, In most states (including Dlinois). 

Kansas pensions superannuated school 
teachers, being the only state so far with 
a vestige of an old age pension, although, of 
course, most large corporations now pension 
faithful employés on retirement. 

In concluding Mr. White says that pro- 
gressivists goes deep. It is today part of 
the moral creed of the moral adult Ameri- 
can, It can be little retarded by the defeat 
of any leader, nér greatly hastened by the 
elevation of any leader.

If there be any obligation remaining on 
society after punishment has been inflicted, 
it certainly is to protect so far as possible 
the victims wlio must face life not only with 
sorrow but in deprivation. | 


HELP THE SMALL BORROWER. ~ 


Let us not forget that the operation of loan 
agencies under conditions approaching justice will 
do more to remedy the smal! loan evil than any 
number of lawe based on suppression.—Loan Shark 
Report of the Russell Sage Foundation.

Modern business is done on credit. 
is a borrowing animal. If he did not borrow 
he would be living in a cave. 

The richest enterprise in the world, the 
United States, borrows. The richest pri- 
vate corporations in the world borrow. So 
do their employés, 

Economic society organizes means to Joan 
to the great borrowers. Huge banks and 
syndicates attend to that. It is the loan 
shark who attends to the small borrower. 
If the wage earner and the small salaried 
man can’t borrow on reasonable terms when 
they need to borrow, just as the United 
States government or the Steel corporation 
needs to borrow, then they will borrow on 
unreasonable terms. 

It isn’t in anybody’s interest, except the 
loan shark’s,. that they should have to bor- 
row on unreasonable terms. It is in every- 
body’s interest, except the loan shark’s, that 
they should be able to borrow on reasonable 


terms. 
How can the smal! borrower be assured 


1 of a chance to borrow on decent terms? 


Probably the first step is to raise the 
limit of lawful interest. 

This sounds like a paradox. It sounds 
as if, while pretending to help the borrower, 
we are proposing help for the lender. What 
we are proposing ie to do both. That is, 
put the extortionate usurer out of business, 
not merely by prosecution but by creating 
competitors who charge far less interest, 
but enough to make a legitimate profit on 
short term, unsecured loans. 

By authorizing an interest rate of at 
least 2 per cent a month—perhaps of 4 per 
cent—for small sums, and by requiring that 
all such small sum lenders shall submit 
their books to public official examination, 
just as the state and national banks are re 
quired to do, reputable men could and would 
engage in the business, which now flourishes 
outside-of the law, and which is, therefore, 
in the hands of that type of citizen who is 
willing to take a long chance for a big profit. 

An institution like the State Pawners’ 
society—philanthropic in its purpose, though, 
self-supporting and even profitable in its 
working—does some good. But it does not 
nearly meet the need. It does not loan on 
salaries, and it only loans up to 33 per cent 
of the value of the most approved collateral, 
such as sealskins, jewelry, or silver plate. 
The small borrower in real trouble is turned 
away. 

The way to put the loan shark out of 
business is to put decent men into their busi- 
ness by: legalizing a fair profit under proper 
public regulation.

_ THE MESSIANIC HOPE. 
.. BY-DR. HERBERT -LOCKWOOD-WILLETT.

The Sacchetti family, which flourished 
among the patriciate of Florence in the 
twelfth century, has been established in 
Rome aince the sixteenth century.

Donna‘ Maria, who is still a beautiful 
woman, brought her husband not only an 
enormous fortune but likewige the famous 
Barberini palace, the picture gallery and 
Hbrary of which are both of world wide fame, 
the former containing the celebrated portrait 
of Beatrice Cenci, while the ‘library com- 
prises no jess than 7,000 manuscripts of ex- 
traordinary value. 


SRAEL was a nation of hope and 
promise.

WAR AGAINST CONTAGION. 
PRING is the season of contagion. 

Last fall when the children were 

called to school some of them came 

with uncured contagion. The 

schoolroom became the meeting 

place for susceptible and infected children. 

Through the winter the number of children 

with measles, whooping cough, and scariet 

fever gradually increases. 

Somewhere about March 1 the rate of in- 
crease gets more rapid, The supervised 
school contact is supplemented by the un- 
supervised street contact. The time has 
come when the children no longer remain 
housed at home, but they are on the streets 
and in vacant lots. 

In April and May the atmospheric con- 
ditions are at their best for the spread of 
contagion and the amount of disease is at its 
climax. In June the weather is getting too 
hot and smallpox, scarlet fever, and measies 
show a materia! decline.

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BANK SLERK FADS TY COBB , 


Gives Bhalite Trial at Athens, | 
Ga., Despite Howls. 


TEACHES HIM HOW TO BAT. 


Started Playing Infield Position, but 
Was Finally Shifted, 


Athens, Ga. Feb. &4.—[Special.]~-When 
Tyrus Raymond Cobb landed in this city on 
a recent vieit he found aweiting him the first 
man who thought he could play baseball and 
who gave him the first chance to demonstrate 
it. The meeting was not phenomenal be- 
cause it was less than twelve years ago thet 
Tyrus got his start and his discoverer was 
then a young bank clerk. 

In 1900 a Georgia town, named Royston, 
elected Bob McCrary, the said bank clerk, 
to the responsible position of manager of the 
town’ baseball team. Previous to this time 
positions on the ball team had been obtained 
by favor and through a pull rather than by 
ability, but the young manager changed all 


this by introducing a competitive system, by 


whieh chances t© make the team were given 
several aspirante who seemed to have abiuty 
Dut lacked the pull. 


Started at Thirteen Years. 

One of these wag Tyrus Cobb, then only 

18 years old, but already one of the best 
amateur players in town. Everybody sald 
the kid was too small; that he couldn't hit, 
and a number of other things, but McCrary 
gave Cobp ea trial and he made good. When 
Ty wae placed on the team regularly a how! 
was raised as loud as the lungs of beseball 
Royston could raise, but it did not fease Me- 
Crary or Cobb. 
_ The: youngster was placed at second and 
demonstrated that be could play that posi- 
tion. Then he was placed at short and made 
good there. Before the season ended Ty had 
made good al) around the diamond. But, 
while he was a good fielder, Cobb's weakness 
in those days was inability to bat, strange as 
that may seem today. Sometimes be could 
hit the ball all right, but at others he seemed 
helpless. 

McCrary found Cobb's weakness was on 
drop curves and lew balis and sought a rem- 
edy. Donning the mask and mitt bimeelf the 
manager took the pitchers of his team off to 
one corner of the field and had them pitching 
drops and low curves to Cobb until every- 
body was tired. Af first Ty would miss the 
low ones by four or five inches, but by steady 
coaching and practice he learned to connect 
with the ball, and from that time the objec- 
tion to his playing on the team disappeared 
and his star begen to ascend. 


Augusta Grabs Player. 
When the Royston team Played games in 
other towns there was parental Objection to 
Cobb's accompanying them, but the senior 


Cobb finally was convinced that Tyrus would. 


“De a good boy,” and consented. With the 
increase in the ability of the “ Georgia 
Peach,’ Royston, too, began to rise in the 
neighborhood baseball world and in one sea- 
son literally cleaned up the county. Only 
three games were lost. It was not long, 
however, before Augusta grabbed the young 
outfielder away from Royston and he was 
started on his now familiar league career. 

His first manager, Bob McCrary, now is 
cashier of the Athens Trust and Banking 
company, and connected with two other 
banks in the state. From him was obtained 
a photo of the first team on which Cobb 
played and it included only.ten men. If a 
breakdown occurred at any point there was 
only one man to put.in his place. If two 
fell out at one time there was a vacant 
place in the outfield. Cobb never hed to 
heave @ substitute. He-was always on the 
job. 

+ Several in Banking Business. 

Of the players on the team with Cobb e 
number went into the banking business and 
none except Cobb has remained in baseball. 
Besides Manager Bob McCragy, the players 
who turned bankers were Jim McCrary, now 
with the Gilleville bank; Frank Lee and Clit- 
ford Ginn, with the Royston bank; and 
Frank Burnette, with the Farmers’ bank of 
Bowman. Joe Cunningham is in the furnl- 
ture business in Royston. Leland Baker is 
one of the largest planters of the section. 
For a while Fred Pender played minor league 
ball in Texas but quit and went into buai- 
ness and is nowa merchant. Stewart Brown 
stuck to baseball longer than any one else 
except Cobb and played with the Sally 
league, but gave up the game to study medi- 
cine, He now is a surgeon in Baltimore,

Frank “Wiidtire’ Schultie of the Cubs was 
the Ty Cobb of the Nationa! leagte last year 
in other respects than because he wasaward- 
ed the Chalmers trophy for being the great- 
est help to his team during the season. The 
Cub outfielder led the senior organization 
in the number of runs driven home by bis 
bat during 1911, and thereby does the official 
dope justify his choice by the trophy com- 
mission. 7 

Hans Wagner of the Pirates outranked the 
Cub as a timely hitter on the percentage 
basis, batting bome 108 tallies in 130 tugsies, 
an average per game of 831. Schulte was a 
participant in 154 contests and batted In a 
total of 121 runs, his average being .786. The 
noted home runnist had it on Johan Peter 
Wagner in striking telling blows when the 
cushions were densely populated. Schulte 
poled no less than four six round trip smash- 
es when the sacks were full to overflowing 
and tripled once when three of his teammates 
were oh the towpath. Wager got in only 
one base clearing wallop when ali the has- 
socks had inhebitants. 

Gets One Off Marquard. 

Schulte made the first of his productive 
home runs off Marquard of the Giants, his 
second off Keefe of the Reds (this was the 
first four bagger Schulte ever obtained off 
a Cincinnati pitcher), his third off Tyler of 
Boston, and his fourth off Brown of the same 
aggregation. Schulte also touched up Tyler 
for a triple when the bases were congested, 

Besides Schulte and Wagner, Owen WII- 
son of the Pirates butted inio the century 
class in driving in runs, batting home 108. 
Other timely willow wielders were Hoblitzel 
of the Reds, Miller of Boston, Luderus and 
Mages of the Phillies, and Konetchy of the 
Gardinals, their respective records being 
97, 96, 04, 04, and 92.

Pew reguiag patrons of baseball, “accus- 
tomed to esefng the same faces on the 
home team week after week during @ 
championship season, realize the extent to 
which the mekeup of a major league team 
changes even in a comperatively short 
space of time. Nothing brings this out 
more forcibly than an attempt to recall 
the personne! of a given team half a dozen 
or more years ago. 

The number of players in the two major 
leagues at the end of last season who were 
in fast company ten, or even eight, years 
ago is so small as to surprise even the 
baseball fan who thinks he keeps close tab 
on the national amusement. 

Because of the extraordinary quantity of 
“shifting of teams during the war between 
the American and National leagues in 
progress ten years ago a comparison be- 
tween the club rosters af 1901 and those of 
last season would be misleading in the mat- 
ter of showing the average mutability of 
a major league eutit. The peace treaty 
which was signed in the wister following 
the season of 1002 established the old order 
of things, whereby a player could be re- 
served front season to season by the same 
club and could not jump from one league te 
the other at hessscet fh 


Beginning with thes season of 1903, there- 
fore, the period of nine years ending at.the 
close of last season should give a fairly 
20rmal! line on the shifting of the sands of 
the diamond under the feet of the ball 
player. It is proposed in thig and a series 
of articles to follow to disclose the short- 
ness of the average ball player's career. 

Beginning with Chicago’s two major 
league teams, there were only three play- 
ere on each who were members of those 
teams continuously from 1908 to 1911. 
There were four White Sox of 1911 who 
were on Comiskey’s 1908 roster, but Calla- 
han was among those absent for an inter- 
mission of five years. Here is the makeup 
of the White Sox in the first year of peace:

Aivement. Fielder Jones probably would 

. have retained the management of tite Sox, 
although it is doubtful if he would have 
remained actively in the: game, Pat Fla- 
herty, the exception, was with the Boston 
Nationals im 1911 in- the role of general 
utility man. 

Of the men who have disappeared from 
the big league ranks severa! have earned 
prominent positions in the minor Grcuits. 
Fielder Jones recently was elected presi- 
dent of the Northwestern league. Frank 
Isbell, a Western league magnate since 
his retirement, now -is half owner of the 
Des Moines club. Ducky Holmes has man 
aged several teams, including Lincoln and 
Toledo, and was a bidder for the Lincols 
club this year. Tom Daly was scouting 
for the Brooklyn team last season. Others 
on the list still are prominent in minor 
league teams,

Real Trouble to Feature By 
Sport This Summer. 


HOPPLE RULE IS THE CAUSE, 


First. Break to Be Withdrawl of Ohio 
Tracks from American T. A. 


BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE. 

Brisk warfare. somewhat on the guerille 
perder, seems likely to be a feature of the 
1912 harness racing season, the hostilities 
being confined to the organization of tracks, 
of which there now are two of prominence, 
with several little ones in process of incu- 
bation. 

Until this year the National and Amoticte 
Trotting associations have Fad the field of 
turf legislation to themselves. A long time 
ago the National, which always had had 
its headquarters in the east, reigned over the 
horsemen in solitapy grandeur, but a num- 
ber of track managers and horse owners in 
the west recoiled at some of its methods and 
organized the American association, which 
grew rapidly until its membership embraced 
Practically all the'western tracks. 

Sinally, after both institutions were deing 
Well, an agreement was entered into where- 
by the territory at hand, running from the 
Gulf of Mexico to Maine and from Massa- 
chusetts to California, was amicably divided, 
the National taking the east half and the 
American the west. 


Trouble Detected Last Year. 

A discordant note in the lullaby was de- 
tected last year when it became apparent 
that the legislation about the use of hopples 
/ OB pacers was going to make trouble for a 
good many half miletracks. The anti-hopple 
rule provided for the gradual abolition of 
“the straps,”’ beginning with colt perform- 
ers, the rule being so worded that by 1915 
there would be no hoppled pacers competing 
on the tracks of either association. 

The first important move was made when 
@ number of half mile track managers, who 
adopted the title “ The Ohio Fair Boys” for 
their organization, began an agitation for 
the retention of the hopples. Not being able 
to accomplish anything with the American 
association, they turned their attention to 
the National, and got all they wanted in the 
way of concessions. At the recent congress 
of the Nationa! association, held in New York 
City, the hopple rule was tinkered so that it 
applied only to colt races, including a pacer’s 
fourth year, and under that plan a4year old 
pacer wearing hopples is eligible to compete 
against any field of free legged pacers. 


Half of Members Present. 

The American association thus far has 
stuck to its colors, but the vote in the con-’ 
gress held here last Tuesday showed that 
only about half the total membership. of 1911 
was represented. A large number of the un- 
represented tracks had served notice that 
unless the hopple rule was modified to suit 
their ideas they would not renew their mem- 
bership, and the chances are they will belong 
to the National association this yeer. 

President Ijams of the American put the 


‘matter plainly when he said in so many 


words that the “Ohio Fair Boys” had en- 
tered into a compact with Secretary Gocher 
of the National and made a trade which re- 
sulted in a large increase of mgmbership for 
the eastern concern and an evisceration of 
the hopple rule which rendered it harmless 
in the eyes of such horsemen 45 delight in 
tying a horse's legs together in order to make 
him pace. 

Thus for the first. time in many years the 
National and American association rules dif- 
fer on an important point. It is possible that 
some @& t may be made whereby 
trouble will be avoided, as by no means all 
the men prominent in the management of the. 
National are in favor of hoppled pacers. 


Prime Mover in Agitation. 

Mr. William Ruseell Allen, & member of 
the eastern board of review of the National, 
and also president of the American Trotting 
Register association, which is the one and 
only authority on pedigrees and records, 
through the annual publication of its Year 
Book and Trotting Register, was 4 prime 
mover in the agitation against hopples, and 
a lot of eastern breeders who have affilia- 


«tions of one sort and another with the Na- 
Yional association and whose influence is 


marked are with him on the hopple ques- 
tion. 

The trouble with the National association 
is that it is run by two or three men, who 
are not liked by all the horsemen or owners 
in the country. Three or four years ago the 
feeling that there should be achange became 


_ go strong that Mr. C. K. G. Billings. and 


others who were in the sport purely from a 
love for the horse, took a hand in the poiit- 
ical end of the game, and secured so many 
proxies to one of the biennial congresses 
they had the machine men on the run and 
could have displaced them, according to the 
stories told at the time. They were satisfied, 
however, with effecting a few reforms. It is 
a sure thing the tracks comprising the Gran’ 
cireuit—which this year, for the first time, 
includes Lexington in its membership—wv 
be drawn into the matter before it finally 


is dispoeed of, 
Correct Evils of Sports. 

Bome of those tracks belong to the Na- 
tional] association, some to the American, 
and some to both. The new owners of the 
Lexington track are a dozen or so rich men, 
most of them breeders of trotting horses. 
who have started out in an unselfish way to 
correct a Jot of evils that have hamperéd 
harness racing, and nothing is more certain 
than that they will not stand for the contin- 
ued use of the hopples on Grand circuit 
uracks. Their relations with the owners of 
other Grand circuit tracks are such that what 
they want in the way of rules for contests 
ever those courses they are certain to get— 
and an anti-hopple rule is one of the things 
they desire. 

Heretofore the hopples have been a Grand 
circuit feature, and it is true that sonie good 
pacers have performed in them, the most 
conepicuous Instance of a really classy pacer 
with ite lege tled up being The Eel, 2:07%. 
Another good winner and high grade hoppied 
pacer is Earl Jr., 2:02%. His case is that cf 
many other hoppled pacers. So far as stick- 
ing to the gait is concerned, the gray stal- 
lion does not need the hopples, and never 
did need them. in fact, he raced as a 8 
year old.minus the straps, and took a reco: d 
under 2:10 at that age—something few 2 
year old pacers had done. But, after Waiter 
Cox ‘got the horse he found Early Jr. cou'd 
be given a harder drive without the dancer 
of a break if hoppled than if ériven free 
‘legged, and the straps were applied. 

~. Hopples Helpful in Breaks. 

‘The same is true of plenty. more pacers,

That wasn't 
so long ago, either, for Brown has not 
yet reached the age where he may cast 
a vote. He was born in Sparta. Greece,

That was “ Knockout's”’ first ring fight, 
and it whetted his already . insatia- 
ble appetite for’ more. He was just 
16 years old when he started his~ ring 
career. 

** Knockout " returned to Chicago then 
and managed to get on a bout with Willie 
Murphy, touted as the newsboy champion, 
It wes a six round affair and Brown was 
feturned the winner. Then fights came 
thick oe for the Greek, and finally 
people an to take notice of him. 
They surely paid some attention when he scored thirteen 
xneuckouts in a row. It was this sfring of victories that 
jave him the “Knockout” handle to his name. He nas 
tought everything in the way of fighting stagk that could 
be sent against him, and he is willing to bet that a 
Cpartan will be the middleweight champion of the world 
before long. 

Incidentally, the Greek claims that he is the original 
“Knockout Brown.” He says that he was in the game

price of a buggy or light business horse. 
The colts are snapped up, and after seeing a 
band of 2 year olds bring more money than 
they looked to be worth when the expense of 
training them a couple of seasons before they 
can be started is consid a prominent 
Illinois breeder said: 

“TI am going to take my twelve best brood 
mares and from this time on fit their foais 
to be sold as weanlings or yearlings. That's 
the way to get the quick money, and my ex- 
perience and observation has been that with 
expert handling from the time it is weaned 
a trotting foal will show much better, in 
proportion, than if it is worked through its 
yearling form and then taken into the ring. 


Another Example Cited. 

Another breeder said t6 me, after a mare 
that in colthood had shown to be a fast 
pacer and taken a record well below 2:20 had 
been knocked down to a bid of $175, she 
being strictly sound and only 9 years old: 

“Yes, she looks cheap, and maybe she is, 
but let me tell you something. That mare's 
second dam was a rank puller, and she 
otherwise was fussy when on the racetrack. 
She eventually was bred, and her produce 
was a filly whose manners were good. So, 
while I knew all about the first mare, I did 
not hesitate to use her daughter, mating her 
with a stallion of perfect disposition. I 
got a puller and a fusser, and ought to have 
sold her six years ago, when her record 
would have helped ‘the price a lot, but no, 
I had to take the longchance. But when one 
of her early foals began to do the stunts 
her ma and great-grandma had specialized 
in I sent both mother and daughter to the 
vendue.” 

Among the visitors at the sale were two 
Kalamazoo (Mich.) trainers, Peter V. John- 
ston and Harry Hoffman. Since Johnston : 
brought out Peter’the Great as a 2-year oid 
he has not worked any horses other than 
members of the “ Peter” family or of the 
strain founded by Santos, dam of that 
horse, but he is kept busy to whatever ex- 
tent he desires, as his fame as a colt handler 
is nation wide, and’ when the Kalamazoo 
track is ready. in the spring, will handle a 
few trotters that look promising. 


Baseball Men in Sport. 

Hoffman had a trotter out last year which 
nad the distinction of being owned by two 
baseball magnetes, Dr. Carson, president 
of: the Central league, and Claude Var- 
neli, owner of the Terre Haute club. The 
trotter was called Dolly S., and late in the 
season was somewhat in the limelight 
through winning at Lexington and beating 
2:10 a fraction of a second. Just before 
that Bhe had been transferred to a new

naturally went to Hoffman's successor. 

As a matter of fact the Michigan trainer 
had the mare up to a high class performance 
before she changed hands, as late in August 
he worked her two slow heats at Kalama- 
zoo and then stepped three miles in 2:12%, 
2:11,. 2:00%. A good many cases of that 
sort happen every year, and the men who 
benefit most by it are the prominent train- 
ers. Some first class man will get a horse 
ready to go to the big races and about 
that time the owner begins to figure that 
the nag deserves a Geérs or a Murphy in 
the gig when it starts for the money, gen- 
erally with the additional bright thought 
that a winter training in the south will 
fit the case, 80 away goes the trotter to 
the new jock. 


Adds to Kentucky Futurity, 

If it makes good the man who already 
had all the reputation needed gets the bene- 
fit, while the obscure trainer who really: 
balanced the trotter and handed it over 
ready made, never is heard of in connection 
with the animai.

In Chicago an estimate of the loan shark 
business may be made when it bobs up for 
criticism in some particular aspect. Until 
as recently as December, 1911, for instance, 
the Oak Forest infirmary was so infested 
by loan sharke that it was the practice of one 
or more of these to be present on pay days, 
sitting beside the paymaster and taking over 
the pay warrants of those who owed them. 
The pay system provided an identification 
slip, without which the employé could not 
get his warrant. The loan sharks held these 
identification tickets as security. 

In March, 1911, James O'Neill, represent- 
ing the Chicago Federation of Labor, is re- 
ported to have said “ ——— 


City Now Oa Sharks, 

“Why, a man going to work in the city hall 
is handed a card by his superior officer with 
the remark, ‘You may need this.’ Itisan 
invitation to borrow money, the loan shark 
probably being located right in the city hall. 
After the man gets in once he never gets out. 
The loan shark is often greater than the civil 
service up there. I have known an employé 
to be kept in his civil service job because he 
owed money to a loan shark.”’ 

Conditions have changed, however, now 
and the city is fighting the loan shark in 
every way it can. 

A railway clerk recently made the state- 
ment to the Chicago Legal Aid society that 
129 clerks in the office where he worked had 
mate an assignment of their wages to loan | 
sharks in a single day. These men drew a 
weekly pay averaging $20. All of them were 
making payments at enormous interest rates 
to one or perhaps three or four loan com- 
panies. 

In New York an investigation carried on by 
Commissioner of Accounts Fosdick showed 
that one in every five city employés had been 
in debt to loan sharks. It is estimated by 
the same authority that throughout the 
country in cities of over 30,000 the ratio holds 

. One citizen in twenty, or one family 
head in every five, has been victimized at 
one time or another. Commissioner Fos- 
dick placed the ratio of borrowing on ac-

count of family calamities or other real 
necessity at 60 per cent of the whole.

York City with an average capital of $10,000, 
which makes possible an annual business of

Sharks Thrive in Atlanta. 

In Atlanta, Ga., with a population of only 
150,000, it was found during a recent investi- 
gation that the loan sharks had been taking 
interest annually to the amount of $250,000. 
All of this had been paid by poor people and 
should have gone for food, clothing, and rent. 
During the four months before the investi- 
gation one railway in Atlanta alone had dis- 
charged 100 men because their wages had 
been filed on. 

While recent inv s have shown 
fairly .conclusively that in every city of 
more than 380,000 population there is one 
usurer to every 5,000 to 10,000 people, in 
citles where manufactories employing large 
numbers of workmen have congregated these 
figures are greatly increased. 

A careful estimate places the number of 
professional money lenders in Boston at 
about 100, and the number of borrowers at 
100,000. One company alone, operating five 
offices, made 45,000 loans last year at an 


average interest charge of 228 per cent per 


annum, Syracuse, N. Y., supporte twenty- 
four money lenders. Portland, Me., with « 
population of only 60,000, has twelve usurers, 

It is often asserted and generally believed 
that the loan shark business does not exist 
in cities and towns of less than 20,000 pop- 
ulation. But this is not a fact. Towne of 
, 10,000 have been found with as many as five 
| sharks active. In small communities the 
shark sometimes has better chences evea 
than in the city.

with a switching ‘ge. Bucy Light. 
lenium is a peculiar substance which has 
the property of being highly resistant to the, 
flow of electric current in the darkness. 
When light strikes it, however, it becomes 
a fairly good conductor. When the sun rises 
its rays affect the selenium. Current from a 
battery flows through the circult of the 
switching arrangement, and the gas from 
the compression tank is turned off. At sun- 
set, or on dark days, the current is shut off

HIS trick is properly introduced by the 
magician telling a long story about the 
beautiful Princess Zenda in a faraway 
land who was loved by the rea) Prince 
Charming. Of course, it happened that 

the pringe had no money, so her cruel father 
ordered her to marry the Duke de Creesus 
instead. The lovers eloped, escaping the 
father for the moment, but when at last he 
traced and found them there were great do- 
ings, in the midst of which the princess was 
beheaded by her own father. 

The prince finally escaped, taking with him 
her bead in a basket.' He went to live ina 
far country, and put the head in a box of 
curious wood, which preserved it. 

“Ladies and gentlemen,” says the magi- 
cian after this sad tale, “ the princess is long 
dead, but we have the box and tonight— 
mark you—tonight, is the anniversary of the 
tragedy.. On this occasion and very shortly, 
in this box I hold in my hand will appear 
the head of the beautiful Princess Zenda 
The hour is near. We must hurry.” 

During the performance of the trick the 
box sits on a three legged table under which 
one can easily see the walls In the rear, the 
head appearing only in the box. After it dis- 
appears the magician takes the box off the 
tabie and shows it to the audience, as he 
pours the ashes out. While it is an old trick, 
it is one not hard to do, but takes a little 
staging and care in arranging things. If 
several persons give a show they can club 
together and easily fix up this trick for the 
final act of the show.

Elizabeth Cady Stanton used to say with 
sorrowful indignation: ‘‘ Only the American 
women were left to fight this battle alone.” 
Now American men are standing by their 
side. , 

It is now a living practical question. It 
has passed beyond the days of ridicule and 
we hear no more of its advocates as short 


women, animated by the desire o:

ests of all. .

“I read with much interest the complaint 
of ‘Mrs. C. W.C.’ of ber failures in max- 
ing salt rising bread. In the hope of belp- 
ing her I am sending in the recipe i have 
used for years, and which makes fine bread. 

“ BALT RISING BREAD—About 5 e’clock 
in the evening scald two rounded tabie- 
spoonfuls ef cornmeal, one-half teaspoon. 
ful of salt (level), and the same of sugar, 
with half a cupful of boiling sweet milk, 
working these ingredients into a mush, 
Set this in a warm place until morning. 
Then stir a teaspoonful of sugar and the 
game of salt and one-third as much soda 
into a pint of boiling water; add cold water 
until the liquid mixture is lukewarm and 
thake it into a thick batter with four. Now 
add the mush made overnight and stir 
briskly for a minute or twe, | 

“Turn all into a close vessel and set it 
in a kettle of warm water. Great care 
must be taken to keep the ‘ sponge ’ of unt- 
form temperature. The water in the ket- 
tle should be about as warm as the hand 
Can bear. Put a@ plate or saucer in the 
kettle under the vesset holding the sponge, 
lest the latter should get too hot 

“ When light and foamy (which will be

Taffeta Shirts Made Double. :

These ruffles are trimed fh various 
ways, some with puffings or plein bands of 
velvet to match the color of the costume and 
others with ruchings- or puffings of silk. 
These newest skirts are considerably longer 
than those that were worn during the win- 
ter, and it must be confessed there seems to 
be a general tencency all along the line for 
dressmakers to lengthen the skirts as they 
make them fuller. 

The coats that accompany the costumes are 
decidedly conservative, although there is 
still a lingering toward the short waisted 
effect rather than toward the long.

HE people of Japan are often called the 
“French of the east,” and a Japanese 
courtship is similar in many ways to 
the courtship in the Latin countries.

Japanese girl is wooed in many ways, tak- 
ing climate and conditions into consideration, 
the same as an English or an Italian girl. 
After a choice has been made a bunch of 
pale plum blossoms is thrown into her kaga 
or litter as she enters it to be carried to a 
friend’s wedding.

There, they sit 
upon mats, chew betel nuts, and discuss the 
terms of the dowry. Love making and dowry 
raising are two subjects that are always vf 
great interest to’ Malay men. These confer- 
ences take place at night, for the Malay day 
begins at sunset, and continue sometimes for 
geveral nights. After the dowry is arranged 
and the marriage expenses agreed upon the 
engagement is a settled fact. 

The Malays pay for the marriage before 
they celebrate it, for they think it is a dis- 
grace to contract debts. All of the wedding 
expenses are paid by the bridegroom, even to 
the cakes eaten at the wedding and the dress 
of the bride. , 

The Malay girls are not allowed to chew 
the betel nut and their well shaped teeth are 
pearly white. On the day before her marriage 
the girl’s teeth are filed and this painful opera- 
tion is the excuse for an elaborate social func- 
tion. Feasting and music intersperse the cere- 
monials. One writer says: “If the maiden 
moans, her moans are drowned in a flood of 
music, as are the moans of the Burmese 
maiden, who, having reached a marriageable 
age, dons her best garments and lies down, 
surrounded by a host of exulting friends, to 
have her ears pierced. 

“The teeth of the Malay bride elect are 
filed down to a third, a fourth, or sometimes 
even to a smaller fraction of their natural 
length and unnatural spaces are filed between 
each tooth and its adjacent fellows. This dis- 


figures indescribably and makes the veriest 


wreck of the prettiest mouths. And this is 
because it is the style.”

RUSSIAN BETROTHAL

N Russia, everything, even the courtship, is 

a blending of the orient and the occident. 

In the marriage relations and celebrations, 

the Russians blend the indifference of the 

west with the warm pulsing symbolism and 
earnestness of the east. The manner of their 
wooings is a blending of the customs of both 
lands. 
A Russian girl of 25 who finds herself un- 
married is considered disgraced. She generally 
leaves home for a few years, then. At the 
end of the first year her friends receive letters 
from her saying that she is betrothed and later 
that she is married. After another year she 
returns home as a widow and says that her 
husband has died in a foreign country. As 
it is exceedingly bad form to question a woman 
about her dead husband, these “ widows of con- 
venience” are treated with all the respect of 
real widows. 

The Russians are deeply religious. They. 
usually arrange their weddings and the de- 
tails of their wooings and marriages through 
a priest or priests and often through a 
“svacha” also. A svacha is a matrimonial go- 
between, a cross between a witch ‘and a notary. 
Like the go-betweens of China, she knows the 
dowers, the endowments, and the requirements 
of a long list of clients. She also. performs 
the office of the Chinese astrologer, predicts 
the futures of the about to be wedded, selects 
lucky days and details of the marriage, and 
takes care of all the formal family functions. 
Instead of consulting the stars, the Russian 
svacha consults cards. Many peasants and 
others believe that it is bad luck to be mar- 
ried without her aid. 

The betrothal ceremony takes place a week 
and a day before the marriage ceremony. Dur- 
ing these days the bride must weep and wail 
at the approachiing separation from her par- 
ents. This is a custom in many countries. 
Her friends cheer her by reciting poems and 
singing. She unbraids her long hair and dis- 
tributes the flowers and ribbons that have been 
coiled in it. As a girl she has. always worn 
her hair low, but as a bride she must wear 


her hair high on her head and her friends re- 


mind her that she can no longer wear her hair 
low. The betrothal ceremony is long and com- 
plex, although it is beautiful and impressive.

Must Renounce Hand of Cousin. 


An Arab has an absolute right to the hand 
of his girl cousin, and he must formally re- 
nounce the right before he can marry any one 
else. If a girl has more than one male cousin 
it is the right always of the eldest unmar- 
ried cousin to take her for a wife. 

Arabian girls are careful in their behavior, 
for should they commit any sin the shame 
would be felt by their whole family. Even if 
a woman does wrong, she is protected and 
her crime concealed if possible by her family. 

Many Arabian customs are the same or 
similar to old English ones. Centuries ago 
English lovers broke a coin between them, and 
so solemnized their betrothal. In some Arab 
tribes a man and a maiden break together, 
before three witnesses, a flat thin cake of 
almond paste, and then they are declared for- 
mally engaged. 

Among several of the Bedouin tribes, as 
soon as a maiden’s hand has been asked in 
marriage her kinswomen surround her with 
incense fumes and the smoke of sweet woods. 
And, however far she moves, wherever she 
goes, this veil of sweet smoke must be Kept 
around her until she takes her nuptial bath.

For the American theatrical producer sete 
the styles in girls as the Paris ateliers are 
said to set the fashions in hats and frocks. 
London wauts what America has—brunettes 
—and there you are. Will the girls be 
found? That is the question. 

Therefore, to be really up to the minute, 
the girl of today, especially on the English 
stage, must be small in stature and brunette 
in complexion. 

Here are the latest requirements of 64 
stage beauty: 

She must not be above five feet in height. 

Her. hair must be black or dar.- brown. 

Her eyes must be dark, preferab'y brown, 
and expressive. 

She must have a clear, olive complexion 
and good features. 

She must be slender and graceful. 

She must have-a piquant, “ Japanesy ” ap 
pearance. . 

This new etyle of girl wil] cause a smal) 
revolution in stage types, for she is so radi- 
cally different from her sisters of a few 
yearg ago. 

A certain school of dancing and dramatic 
art in Glasgow, one of the largest stage train- 
ing echools for girls in Great Britain, al- 
ready has been affected by the new types 
of girls, for calls for girls who are small 
and dark have -been received by the man- 
fagers from all over England and the United 
States. The school “turns out” over 300 
girls a year. It must keep up with the 
styles of the moment, and it is having great 
difficulty in securing enough girls of the de- 
sired type. Mort Singer secured twenty- 
five girls of this type at the school on his 
recent trip abroad for his new ‘“ summer 


Those who have been interested in types 
on the stage will remember the 
number of changes that have 
taken place on the stage during 
the last two decades. 

The chorus is the best indica- 
tion of the types that are most 
in style, for, while a leading wom- 
an may be chosen even if she 
does not fit in with the latest 
thing in stage types, chorus 
girls are picked out not only for 
their fitness but for their type of 
beauty. Until twenty years ago 
the girls used were the trpe that 
would be considered “fat” today. 

The first chorus girls who were 
separated into sizes were the 
girls in “The Belle of New 
York.” This was the famous 
“show” that established New 
York’s reputation as a guide to 
the fashion in girls. George 
Lederer was the manager of ““The 
Belle,” and he picked out a type 
that had never been in favor be- 
fore—the slender, graceful type, 
as opposed to the fat, bold one of 
previous years. Some of the best 
known of the later musical stars 
were in Mr. Lederer’s chorus in 
“The Belle of New York,” and 
they were all of the slender, fair 
type. 

Later on Mr. Lederer took the 
> @how to London, and it was there 
© that he established the reputation 

for New York as a maker of 
fashions. The next type also 
was started by Mr. Lederer, al- 
though he discovered it in Lon- 
don. This type was the “ London 
dancers,” smal! girls of uncertain 
beauty, who have later grown 
nto our dancers of today. They 


A few years after this Fisher 
and Riley organized the “‘ Floro- 
dora.”

These “ po- 
nies” were tiny girls, who wore wigs. of 
short curls, preferably blonde, with a. few 
red and black baired ones by way of vari- 
ety. They wore short “ baby dresses” and 
dic unique dances.

“ ponies” developed the “ broilers” and the

girl dancers. These. types were also intro- 
duced into England by New York managers.

Problem for **Big Sisters." 

There are children wito have been taken 
from schoo! in the past jyears and who are 
working still at places they first went to 
who oan be bettered. There are still others, 
bright children mentally, who, if they could 
atiend vocational schools, would turn out 
much better men and ‘women than they now 
promise. This problem is to be taken up by 
the women who are interesting themselves 
in the work of being ‘‘ big sisters”’ to the 
children. . It is more than possible that 
funds may be provided so that if a child 
ig forced to leave school that she may help 
in making a living, she can be sent to some 
vocational school, there to learn a trade 
and at the same time earn as much monsy 
as if she were working. 

All these plans that the joint committee 
sees in the future have their reason. Under 
the law of Illinois, when a child becomes 
fourteen years old, it may demand and re- 
celve from its schoo} its certificate and 
ge to work. That much is simple. But life 
outside the schoolroom is harder, more 
eruéel, more heartless than in the sphere of 
books and giates and pencils. Every year 
the thousands of children who finish their 
educational life and attempt te enter the 
industrial werld, believing it to be some place 
where everything is run by ynseen, helpful 
hands, like the schools are run, learn that 
this new world is built upon a different scale 
and according to more brutal standards. 

Jobs are not waiting just to be stepped 
into. Work is not easy to find, and desirable 
positions are almost impogsible to discover. 
Knowing nothing of the waye of the world, 
poavgibly, the child of immigrant parents who 
are ignorant of the ways of thié county, the 
seeker of work is forced to take the first 
position that offers itself, regardless of what 
the conditions or pay may be. There is only 
one fortunate thing aboutit. That law which 
allows children to work at 14 forbids their 
employment in certain physically dangerous 
trades, and regulates the hours in which 
they will be allowed to labor. 

: >. 
Work Hard to Find. 

Thus, with the field of work cut down, prob- 
ably half the children who leave school can- 
not find work. Under the compuleory educa- 
tion law they are supposed to go back to 
school. Bome of them do. Most of them, 
however, remain eway, hoping that some 
place in which they can work wil! be found 
“after awhile.’ So they stay out of the 
bettering influence of the schoolroom. They 
learn to live in the streets. They meet com- 
panions whose morals are loose and whose 
influence 18 bad. They place themselvegin a 
position where vice and temptation have an 
easy road to travel, and where they can be 
claimed all the sooner by those influences 
always at work—for the life where shadows 
never grow lees dark and where the light 
of happiness is banished. 

There comee one of the greatest chances 
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ct as “Big Sisters” for Young Girls:

for the movement that ie beginning to be felt 
more and more strongly among the club wom- 
en of Chicago. If it were possible to have a 
fund large enovgh to care for these children 


wihfle they are being gent to séme vocational: 


school where they would be fitted for some 
trade, a great amount of the vice of the city 
would be done away with. More than that, 
the recruite to that district where one who 
enters seldom returne would be cut down in 
great numbers. To havea fund of this kind 
would mean that the children whose par- 
ents felt they could not return them to school 
could be earning $3.50 or $4 a week while 
they were learning some trade that would 
be useful to them later in life. More than 
that, they would be kept away from tempta- 
tions, and from dangers of street life. This 
is only one of the many angles that may be 
reached through the work of the committee. 
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Careful Study Made First. 

The development of the plans that now 
are being brought forward was the work of 
tem months. When the needs of the child 
wagé earner were presented about a year 
ago, the first superficial scrutiny of the field 
assured the joint committee that it was 
facing a giganfic undertaking. The neces- 
sity of a systematic and scientific hold on the 
situation was intense. And so the co- 
operation of the Schoo! of Civice and Philan- 
thropy was sought. There the agsistance 
of Miss Sophonisba P. Breckenridge and 
Miss Edith Abbott, directors in the depart- 
ment of social investigation, was procured, 
and they in turn engaged Miss Anne S8. 
Davis, a trained investigator, to make an 
exhaustive study of the child worker and 
the junior labor problem, For four months 
Miss Davis labored hard and when she 
handed in her report it convinced the com- 
mittee that one of the vital needs of the city 
was for adequate direction and ‘friendly 
supervision for these children who were then 
facing the world at the most difficult period 
of their lives. The ordinary boy or girl at 
14 is not even allowed to think of what his 
future courge in life may be. The father and 
mother know that the brain is not sufficiently 
developed, that the bodily strength is not 
great enough for the handling of this prob- 
lem. But the child of poor parents has no 
such chance. The money is needed. The 
child must leave school books and go forth 
to seek it. Where? 

That is the question. The parents do not 
know. For those parents are not usually 
intelligent. Just the opposite, they are 
more often fundamentally unable to appre- 
clate the dangers of the situation or to cope 
with its difficulties They know that work 
lies—out there. And “ out there” the child 
must go to findit. Usually other things are 
found, too, things which drag the child down, 
which often end the girl’e life as one of dis- 
grace and settle the boy’s existence by 
making him a “ casual laborer.” The hap- 
hazard finding of jobs, the taking of the first 
opportunity that affords KMself and asking 
no questions fs an influence that has worked 
harm already ‘to thousands of children—and 
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it is a condition which can be cured only by 
the work that is being forecast now. 
2 


Miss Davis in Charge. 

It was a report of this kind by Miss Davis 
that caused the beginning of the plans that 
are now being made. Miss Davis is now at 
the head of the work of the committee and is 
being helped by three student workers of 
the Séhool of Civics and Philanthropy. These 
students may be obtained to work four hours 
a day five days a week for $25 a month. 

This small force of four is striving to do 


. everything that is possible to lift the “ little 


sisters and brothers " out oftherut. Acting 
as investigators, they endeavor to inquire 
into the lives of the children who leave school 
to go to work, and if possible endeavor.to re- 
turn the child to school. However, the great 
need of money is u¢ually so glarifig, so vital 
that it is impossible for the child to do ahy- 
thing but seek work." The money must come 
in—and it must begin cOming in at once. 
Therefore arrives the need of finding a job 
for that child and inthis way Miss Davis, 
with her three helpers, is conducting a sort 
of freeemployment agency. Many timessho 
succeeds. Other times, however, things are 
mote disappointing for her, more difficult. 
Such was the case during the cold weather 
of last month. Every morning when. she

went to her office Miss Davis found waiting 
there long lines of wan faced, thin, emaciated 
‘little sisters’ and “ little brothers” beg- 
ging for work, seeking to do anything that 
might bring them in money—that money 
needed so badly for the subsistence of those 
at home. And work as hard ag she might, 
there were always a few more applicants 
than there were positions open. One morn- 
ing during the zero weather the maximum of 
those thinly clad, coKi, half hungry, yet eager 
little applicants arrived. ‘Twenty-five chil-' 
dren awaited her. Twenty-five faces ap- 
pealed to her with that: one! sentence: 
“ Can't we work—somewhere?”

One Plan of'Committee. 

Thus has grown out of-that condition one 
of the greater plans of the committee. Here- 
after offices are to be maintained mn various 
parts of the city where the working needs 
of children will be cared for.

Miss Davis has worked hard in her new 
capacity. She has done her utmost to get 
the best possible places for children to work, 
and at times she has found better positions 
for children who, in their stress and need, 
have taken the frst jobs they could find. 
Here are a few extracts from the report 
of Miss Davis’ office, and they tell the story 
of poverty in homes, of the cry of children 
for aid, and the work the committee has been 
doing: 

Lena 6G., a little girl of 14, who had finished 
the sixth grade and who knew how to sew, 
had found a job for herself In a tailor shop 
* finishing pants” at $2.50a week. She was 
placed in a Michigan avenue shop where 
good needlewomen are in demand at an 
initial wage of $4 a week.

Little Girl Family's Support. 

Elizabeth B., a bright little girl of 14, had 
“done well” in the seventh grade and 
should have gone on to the eighth, but her 
father was an epileptic and she was the 
eldest of eight children. On the day she 
was 14 therefore she became the “ sole sup- 
port of the family.” She was sent to us by 
the United Charities from a place where 
she had been earning $3.60 a week folding 
circulars and she was placed in the filing de- 
partment’.of a large: commercial agency, 
where she was paid in the beginning %4 a 
week. In six months she was earning $54 
week, and the forewoman reports that she is 
learning typewriting In her “ spare time“ 
and is going to make a good office assistant, 

Salvatore, an Italian boy of 14, the “ sole 
support” of a fatherless family of six, was 
sent to us because he was “ working too 
hard” and often “ fell asleep at his work.” 
ay was working in a department store as a 

“cash boy” earning $2.50 a week and earn- 
ing an extra $2 by working on a milk wagon 
from 8 to 6 in the morning. It was possible 
te place him with an engraving company 
where the prospects to learn the trade were 
good and where his wages were $4.50 a week 
at the start. 

And here entersa great difficulty which the 
committée must overcome These children 
who are forced into work have no chance for 
yooationa) training. They must take their 
place aS wage earners; they must struggle 
and strive; they must fight temptations and 
hardships. and stagger along through their 
young lives, taking the benefits that come 
to them.

But to get that education for thoss girls is 
another thing. ‘

Keep Children in School. 
The usual child who ettempts it gets along 
very well until some family catastrophe ee-

The committee plans to ené thia 
It plans, when those accidents occur, to keep 
on sending the child to schoo} and to pay the 
money Into the family coffers as though she 
were actually working and earning it. 

Further than that. centers are to be estab- 
lished throughout the city where the big als- 
ters can watch after the fates of their 
smaller and weaker ones. It ig hoped that 
little neighborhood groupe will be formed 
among women and that they will pay the 
salaries of investigators and student work- 
ers. And it is aleo hoped that Within « short 
time the little sisters will come to know that 
out In the city there is a heart, afterall; that 
there are directing hands that will ald and 
guide them, that will keep them away from 
temptation and vice, and start them right on 
the road of life. 

And when that ali comes to pags, @ littl 
group of women will be thanked, for in their 
minds the organization of the joint commit- 
tee on vocational training in the education 
department of the Woman's City club was 
formed.

Suffrage Movement: 


By Mary Isabel Brush. 


HE suffrage movement has reached the 
point in its progress, whcre women 
here and there are beginning to say: 
“I might help, but what's the use. It 
is coming anyway.” One of my ac- 
quaintances was moved almost to the point 
of taking action, when she fell back on this 
quieting formula and bought @ pearl neck- 
lace instead. The attitude is unjustified—to 
eriticise it mildly, since to get their end the 
women of California worked themselves into 
@ state of nervous and physical exhaustion 
from which many of them have not recov- 
ered yet! 

They hired automobiles -with their own per- 
sonal allowances and went into the remote 
mining camps up mountain roads never d¢- 
signed to accommodate machines, and 
pleaded with miners. Some who had iead the 
most retired and conservative of lives sac- 
rificed themselves to the extent of speak- 
ing on street corners in San Francisco. 
Daughters of conservative fantilies, college 
bred and unsensational, who thought they 
could never stand to have their pictures in 
the papers addressed meetings of eat 
men and stumped counties. 

With all this effort the state was won on’ y 
by a comparatively small majority. Still it is 
this victory that has brought the country to 
the realization for the fitst time that the 
United States is to be a nation where women 
can vote and that brought some women who 
really desire suffrage to the conclusion that 
they need not work for it since the end is sure 


to be gained. 


- No Time for Resting.

altogether likely to come and to come quickly.

Debussy’s art stands 
for a limitation, such as might strike letters 
out of the alphabet and then try to construct 
plays and poems without anAandanR. My 
effort is toward the enriching and expanding 
of all means and manners of expression. 
Debussy’ music translates different feelings 
and situationg with the same sound formule; 
for every subject I seek a different and corre- 
sponding tone. Debussy’s tone pictures are 
parallel and monophonic; mine are designed 
as polyphonic and ‘ multiversa!l.’ With De- 
bussy we see the dominent ninth chord as 
fundamental harmony and the whole-tone 
mode as the melodic principle without a true 
union of the two. I seek to avoid every sys- 
tem and-to join harmony and melody in per- 
fect unity. He recognizes consonances and

Another great pianist*compoeer, ‘like 
soni accredited to Germafy, but also a native 
of another land, voices quite another esti- 
mate of Debussy. When asked his opinion 
concerning modern pianoforte literature, the 
other day, Eugen d’ Albert expressed his con- 
viction that “the ‘ species’ is exhausted, it 
scems to have been drying up ever since the 
death of Brahms.”’ Strauss does not wri‘e 
for the plano, neither does Pfitzner, nor did 
Mahler. The most important, he considered, 
is what Claude Debussy produces, and to 
that ultra-modern Frenchman he gave un- 
stinted praise. Concerning his own deser- 
tion of the keyboard: in favor of creative 
. the composer @ Albert . remarked: 
‘ Whenever an idea occurs to a modern mu- 
iscian—and it must be admitted that very few 
ideas do occur to them—he promptly tries to 
turn it to account for the orchestra or the 
operatic stage.’’ Then he emphasizes the fact 


‘that the pianoforte offers no longer by any 


means such possibilities of development as 
does the orchestra, which. enriched almost 
every year, as it is. by the addition of some 
new. instrument or other, is just now ap- 
proaching an undreamed of glory of virtu- 
osity.

HAT THERE IS money in hens, but that 
a good man is required to get it out, is 
a witticism, time-honored and hoary, 
among poultry keepers. And yet it sums 
up, suceinetly, even if jocosely, the experi- 
ence of scores of people who have seen 
visions of wealth in sixty-cent eggs, only 

y to learn that it is poor policy to figure on 

d profits before the eggs are laid. 

All over the country, there are wrecks 
of poultry enterprises. Plants which cost thousands 
of dollars are falling to pieces under stress of wind 
and weather. Notwithstanding this, new plants are 
continually being started. There is a strange fasci- 
nation about poultry breeding. Rich men and poor 
men, alike, become inoculated with the fever, and 
spend their nights dreaming about fine feathers and 
unimated egg machines. 

Interest in poultry keeping was never so keen. 
Scores of trained men in the experimental stations 
are giving their days to a study of the hen. Many 
of the agricultural colleges are holding short courses 
each winter, which are attended largely by mature 
men and women, who seek to know how to make 
hens lay eggs when eggs are wanted. And yet, eggs 
soar periodically to sixty cents a dozen and more. 

Some poultry keepers have feared that coinci- 
déntly with the campaign of education would come a 
drop in prices. On the contrary, the demand keeps even 
pace with the supply. And the latter has not increased 
as one might expect. It isn’t the hen’s fault, although 
she commonly gets the blame. Under right conditions, 
almost any hen will lay. Getting the conditions right, 
however, is a problem filled with complex features. To 
the average man; a hen is a hen, and nothing more. 
To the student of the hen, she is a mystery, a puzzle, an 
object of keen debate. 

A few years ago there was much talk about the 250- 
egg hen. Now, the poultry keeper who really gets an 
average of 150 eggs a year from each bird : 
feels himself fortunate. The forcing process 
makes weak stock, which has caused the 
wreck of many a poultry enterprise in days 
gone by. 

Nevertheless, while scientists and investi- 
gators are probing the secrets of the hen, 
seores of men and women are making a 
good living by the aid of well-managed 
flocks. The statement has often been made 
that it is not possible to make a living from poultry 
alone. It is possible, and it is being done; but the fact 
remains that a far better plan is to combine the raising 
of poultry with some other work, especially the growing 
of fruit. Ten acres devoted to a combination of or- 
chard fruits, berries and poultry will provide an ex- 
cellent income, under conditions that are wholesome and 
wholly desirable. 

Take the case of W. J. Tilley, of Eastern Connecti- 
cut. For years, Mr. Tilley was a mill employee. Then, 
one day, the mill shut down and he had to find some 
other way of earning a livelihood.- He had kept a few 
hens on the side, and decided to risk all he had in a 
poultry farm. Now, he has a nice plant, with a capae- 
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ity of a thousand hens; and he makes $1,500, or more, 
a year. He is glad the mill shut down when it did. 

Mr. F. W. Christie of Stony Point, N. Y., was a 
suburbanite when he succumbed to the seductions of 
biddy’s happy cackle. Now, he has a modern plant, 
on the side of a rugged, 300-foot hill. He has five 
long houses for his white and brown Leghorns, and an 
incubator that will accommodate 6,000 eggs at one 
time. He runs his business of producing eggs, just 
as a manufacturer would run his mill. 


Henry Dana Smith was a business man in Rockland, 
Mass., when the panic caught him a few years ago. 
He quit the city, and started raising poultry on a 
scrubby farm in a neighboring town. Soon, he began 
to specialize in roaster chickens, and now he is known 
far and wide as one of the most successful poultry men 
in New England. He raises five or six thousand chick- 
ens each year, and has developed a beautiful rural 
home, with a view for many miles across the country 
toward the sea, Mr. Smith doesn’t try to work the 
farm. He raises fancy chickens, and nothing. else. 

George A. Cosgrove was past middle. age, 
and broken in health, when he left his Brook- 
lyn flat to hunt for a farm in New England. 
The place he bought was a long drive from 
the station, in Northern Connecticut. For 
an untrained city man to attempt making a 
living in this semi-isolated spot, far from the 
markets, seemed like a desperate undertak- 
ing. Poultry was made the mainstay of the 
farm, and within ten years the value of the 
property had been doubled, a bank account started and 
health improved. Likewise, both Mr. and Mrs. Cos- 
grove had found contentment and peace of mind such as 
they never had known when living in the city. Of course, 
they were temperamentally adapted to country life. 
Some people would perish of ennui if they had to spend 
a month so far from the lights of the great white way. 
It ought to be said, too, that Mr. Cosgrove found 500 
hens ample to yield a satisfactory income. 

On the average farm, it is considered a woman’s 
task to care for the hens. Women sometimes succeed 
where men fail, Occasionally, a farmer finds his wife’s 
poultry paying a larger percentage of profit than any 
of his erops.

‘*It was the thorough and severe training with Gen. 
Mussey that fitted me for the deeper legal affairs the fu- 
ture brought forth,’’ says Mrs. Mussey. ‘‘Of course, 
in those days it was almost unheard of for a woman 
to study law. There was no college for her. Most 
people thought she had not the brain for it; and cer- 
tainly it was out of her sphere.

The process of thinning each a 
crop relieves the tree of the heaviest 
drain upon it, so that it makes buds for 
the next year, Then, there is a crop ev- 
ery season. It is a fact that if half the 
apples are removed from a tree after the 
natural June drop, there will be just as 
many bushels when the crop is harvested 
as there would have been if they had been 
allowed to remain. The difference comes 
in the inereased size. But to remove 
half the apples on a tree is more than 
the average farmer ean bring himself to 
do. And, thereby, he loses thany dollars. 

Often, a neglected old orchard may be 
made the source of considerable revenue. 
The most important process in the work 
of renovation is cutting back and reshap- 
ing the trees. Almost invariably, they 
are much too tall to be-vared for easily 
and at a profit. If they are very weak, 
they can be eut back until nothing re- 
mains but the trunk, and projecting stubs 
of limbs. Then, a new head may be 


formed from the water sprouts. Such| 


drastic pollarding is not generally prac- 
ticed, however; and in the case of a 
strong-growing tree, it is better to cut 
back half of it the first year, and the 
rest after it has recovered from. this 
shock. The rule usually followed is to 
eut back the weakest trees the most se- 
verely. Sometimes, the mere thinning 
out of the branches on fairly well formed 
trees, the cultivation of the land, and the 
use of fertilizers will put new life into 
an old orchard and make it show a satis- 
factory profit. 

As a rule, it does not pay to spend

Fortunately, 
it is not difficult to learn and it requires 
but few tools—a saw with fine teeth, a 
grafting hook, a hammer and a knife with 
a strong thin blade are the most necessary. 
When the buds begin to swell in spring 
is the time to do the work; but the scions 
should have been cut some weeks before. 
To obtain the most satisfactory results, 
the scions should be taken from the 
outside of a vigorous tree. They are cut 
wedge-shaped at one end, and fitted into 
a cleft made in the stock that is to 
receive them, the inside bark of stock and 
scion being brought together. It is ecus- 
tomary to use two scions in each stock, so 
that the chances of success will be dou- 
bled. If both live, one is cut out. After 
the scions are in place, all the cut sur- 
face should be heavily coated with graft- 
ing wax. 

Three or four years later, the grafted 
trees will be producing crops of fruit 
entirely different from those they for- 
merly bore. Indeed, it is possible to grow 
many kinds of apples on a single tree. 
It is said that Luther Burbank has a 
tree that bears over 550 different varie- 
ties at the same time. 

One might easily write an article on 
the romance of orcharding.. The work is 
full of interest. To those who love trees, 
growing apples is a fascinating pursuit. 
Most men, however, are interested: more 
in the money-making possibilities‘of fruit 
eulture. It is an interesting fact that 
scores of city men are buying apple land.

Breeding show birds is exceedingly 


fascinating, but equally uncertain. All 
sorts and conditions of men engage in 


the attempt, either as a pastime or a 
money-making enterprise, and meet in the 


show room on a common level. The ex- 
citement and rivalry are searcely less 
than that at a horse show. Frequently, 
hundreds of dollars are offered for par- 
ticularly fine birds. Fred D. Ham in 
twelve years made enough from the sale 
of fancy stock to pay for one of the best 
farms in Columbia county, in New York 
state, although he began in a small way — 
first- showing a few birds at the local 
shows, and then at Madison Square Gar- 
den, in New York City. 

As it happens, the birds that win the 
prizes are not always the best for utili- 
tarian purposes. Breeding for show 
points often leads away from the quali- 


‘ties that make good layers. A thousand 


dollar hen may lay fewer eggs than one 
which cost but fifty cents. It is well to 
keep this fact in mind. 

To know the real meaning of fresh 
eggs, one must eat them the day they 
are laid. Few people can enjoy this priv- 
ilege unless they own a flock of hens. 
The. general public does not realize how 
rapidly an egg deteriorates. Those kept 
but a week are not to be compared with 
fresh-laid eggs. Cold storage keeps eggs 
from going bad; but it can not prevent 
their losing their first full flavor. 

The family flock is a paying invest- 
ment; because it provides quality eggs 
at low cost. Indeed, a small flock often 
pays better, proportionately, than a com- 
mercial flock. This is assuming, of 
course, that the bens are given ‘intelli- 
gent care and are made to lay in winter, 
when the high prices prevail. And this 
is not a difficult matter if April-hatched 
ullets are used, given a variety of grains,
